SAVERS TO FEEL THE 
PINCH OF RATE CUT 


Government helping banks, not people, sav s p ension group advisor

SAVERS throughout Kent could 
face tough times ahead thanks to 
the new two per cent interest rate, 
warns one of the country’s leading 
pensions advisors. 

Dr Ros Altmann is well aware how much 
many people rely on their savings, having 
worked extensively with steelworkers who 
lost their pensions when Isle of Sheppey- 
based firm ASW went bust in 2002. 

The spokeswoman for the Sheppey-based 
Pensions Action Group says the cuts intro¬ 
duced by the Bank of England on Thursday 
could leave pensioners in particular out of 
pocket, with those affected seeing the lower 
interest rates as a form of tax increase. 

Problems 

Dr Altmann said: “When the interest rates 
were at six per cent, somebody who had 
saved £25,000 would receive £30 interest a 
week. Now the interest rate is at two per 
cent, they are losing £20 a week. 

“That’s a lot to have taken away from 
them and it causes problems. 

“What I would like to see the Government 
do is firstly bring back the 10 per cent tax 
rate, which would help everybody, and also 
increase the state pension. 

“While we are spending all this money try¬ 
ing to shore up banks in the hope they will 
lend more, why not put a small percentage 
aside to bring the state pension up to a 
decent level? 

“It seems the Government is focused on 
helping banks but at the same time it is 
ignoring millions of people in the country 
who are the bedrock of our population.” 

A number of the country’s leading banks 
and building societies came under fire this 
week for failing to pass the interest rate cuts 
onto their customers. 

While Kent’s only building society, Kent 
Reliance, has yet to decide how much it 


should pass on, its chief executive Mike 
Lazenby said the rates were likely to favour 
savers rather than homeowners. 

He said: “A considerable amount of build¬ 
ing society investors are elderly on fixed 
incomes and rely upon their savings inter¬ 
ests to help meet their daily needs. 

“It is therefore entirely proper that we try 
to protect the income of the vulnerable at 
the expense of those who can afford to pay 
their mortgage, and anyone generally with a 
mortgage can afford to pay interest rates of 
four or five per cent.” 

Caroline Wellard, joint managing director 
of Kent Estate Agencies, which has offices 
throughout east Kent, said if interest rates 
came down it would give confidence to first¬ 
time buyers. 

She said the only people moving at present 
are people who have to move because of jobs 
or other pressing reasons. 

She said: “It is hard going out there, and 
hard getting mortgages. But it is beginning 
to get easier and hopefully it will continue 
into the New Year. 

“We won’t have a real good feeling unless 
the lenders do pass down the cuts.” 

Debasish Sen, vice chairman of the 
Federation of Small Businesses Kent and 
Medway Region, agreed that it was impor¬ 
tant the cuts were passed on. 

He said: “It is frustrating for many of our 
members that despite the interest rate cuts 
they are not seeing the benefits of this in lower 
rates for overdrafts or commercial mortgages. 

“We appreciate the pressure that the 
Government is putting on the banks to pass 
on rate cuts and we await the results. 

“Cash flow finance is still a major concern 
so the quicker we see funds coming through 
from the £1 billion small business safety 
fund the better.” 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of the 
National Association of Estate Agents, said: 
“This cut, in reality, won’t do enough unless 
the banks play fair and pass the cut on to 
the homeowner. The NAEA is, once again, 
calling on all of the major lenders to commit 
to passing these savings onto the consumer.”

FORMER Tory leader Michael 
Howard says the Government is 
treating the Speaker of the 
House of Commons with 
“absolute contempt” over the 
arrest of fellow Kent MP 
Damian Green. 

Despite being given a vote of confidence 
by Prime Minister Gordon Brown, Michael 
Martin is still under pres¬ 
sure for failing to stop 
police searching Mr 
Green’s office at the House 
of Commons. 

MPs are angry that offi¬ 
cers were allowed to rifle 
through confidential infor¬ 
mation supplied by Mr 
Green’s constituents in 
Ashford without a war¬ 
rant, while both Commons 
leader Harriet Harman 
and housing minister 
Margaret Beckett have 
refused to endorse the 
Speaker. Furthermore, 
after Mr Martin 
announced he would 
appoint a committee to 
carry out an “urgent 
inquiry” into the matter, it was later 
revealed such an inquiry would not begin 
until after police had concluded their inves¬ 
tigation and that the committee would be 
likely to have a majority of Labour MPs. 

Folkestone and Hythe MP Mr Howard 
told Kent on Sunday: “I would like to have 
confidence in the Speaker, but we have to 
see how things turn out first. We are not at 
the end of this saga, but the Government 
has treated him with absolute contempt. 

“He said he was going to personally 
appoint this committee, but now the 
Government is going to authorise it in a

way that is completely different to what 
was originally stated. This will all have to 
be sorted out eventually, as what happened 
to Mr Green is an outrage.” 

Shadow immigration minister Mr Green 
was detained by police for nine hours on 
November 27 over an inquiry into Home 
Office leaks, while Met counter-terrorism 
officers carried out searches of his Ashford 
home and constituency office. 

The 52-year-old, who was first elected as 
Ashford MP in 1997, was released on bail 
until an undisclosed date in February. 

Police say Mr Green was detained under 
common law on suspicion of “conspiring to 
commit misconduct in a public office” and 
“aiding and abetting, coun¬ 
selling or procuring mis¬ 
conduct in a public office”. 

If charged and found 
guilty, Mr Green could face 
a sentence of life imprison¬ 
ment. The former business 
journalist for The Times 
and Channel 4 has spoken 
little of his ordeal since 
being released from cus¬ 
tody, but did post a state¬ 
ment on his official web¬ 
site on Thursday. 

He said: “There is only 
one subject that anyone 
wants to hear from me 
about this week, and for 
obvious reasons this is the 
one subject on which I can¬ 
not, for legal reasons, 
speak in any detail. 

“I would just like to take this opportunity 
to thank everyone who has emailed, writ¬ 
ten and phoned to express support and 
sympathy for me and my family. This sup¬ 
port is really important at a time like this 
and makes a huge difference. 

“I have never been so pleased to be the 
MP for Ashford, and to represent you.”

Ex-KCC director 
to investigate 
Baby P’s death 

THE former education director at Kent 
County Council has been appointed chairman 
of a local safeguarding board set up to investi¬ 
gate the Baby P tragedy. 

Graham Badman’s appointment is his first 
since leaving KCC at the end of last month. 

Under his leadership, the authority ranked 
in the top quarter nationally for its education¬ 
al achievements. 

The announcement that he will act as an 
independent chairman of the safeguarding 
board was one of several made earlier this 
week by Children’s Secretary Ed Balls. 

It followed the completion of a damning 
report into the circumstances surrounding 
Baby P’s death. 

The 17-month-old died after suffering sus¬ 
tained abuse at the hands of his mother, her 
boyfriend and their lodger in Haringey, north 
London, in August last year. 

Meanwhile, Labour members on KCC have 
asked for an urgent review of the county’s own 
child protection procedures in the wake of the 
tragedy. 


Port mourns death 
of Thatcher era MP 

FORMER Dover MP and Channel Tunnel 
opponent Peter Rees has died. 

Mr Rees, who died last Sunday aged 81, 
served as both Trade Secretary and Chief 
Secretary to the Treasury during Margaret 
Thatcher’s first two terms in office, but stood 
down from the House of Commons in 1986 
over the Government’s plans for the Tunnel. 

The following year he was created a life peer 
in a post-election Queen’s Honours List.

Buchan’s 39 Steps 
lead to Broadstairs

JOHN BUCHAN: 
Seaside home 


A POPULAR novel inspired by the steps 
leading down to Broadstairs beach is to be 
retold as a BBC drama this Christmas. 

John Buchan wrote The 39 Steps 
in the years leading up to the First 
World War while recovering from 
an intestinal ulcer at his seaside 
home on Cliff Promenade. 

The success of the book was such 
that three film adaptations have 
been made, the most famous of 
which was directed by Alfred 
Hitchcock in 1935 and starred 
Robert Donat as action hero 
Richard Hannay. 

In the BBC’s version, to be 
screened on December 28, the part 
of Hannay is taken by former 
Spooks star Rupert Penry-Jones. 

Screenwriter Lizzie Mickery, 
who in 2006 created the highly- 
successful political drama The 
State Within, said she was pleased with the way The 39 
Steps was turning out. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “It’s looking absolutely lovely 
at the moment and there’s just the soundtrack to put on 
top of it now. 

“I would like to think Buchan would be pleased with my 
version of the novel. He was ill when he wrote it so he 
wanted it to be entertaining, and hopefully I’ve succeeded 
in honouring what he set out to achieve. 

“The 39 Steps is a very good template for other people to 
do versions of. It’s quite a basic story, about a man who gets 
caught up in something without really intending to, and 
from there you can elaborate and do your own thing.” 

Whereas Hitchcock’s movie version is based between the 
wars, Mickery sets hers just before the start of World War 
One, as Buchan intended. The story involves central char¬ 
acter Hannay taking over the work of a 
murdered spy and attempting to avoid 
German spies and the police in uncovering 
the true meaning of “the 39 steps”. 

Mickery, who earlier in her career was an 
actress who made appearances in 
Emmerdale and Heartbeat, said: “When I 
read the book I knew it was something I 
would love to do my own version of and I’m 
really pleased with it. 

“It’s been huge fun to make an action- 
adventure, especially one set in this period, 
with biplanes, steam engines and German 
spies running around.”

John Buchan, who died in 1940 aged 64, 
was also a Unionist politician who served 
as Governor General of Canada. 

The 39 Steps was one of seven novels he 
wrote that featured the character of 
Richard Hannay, who has also been por¬ 
trayed on screen by Kenneth More in 1959 
and Robert Powell in 1978.

FORMER world darts champion Andy 
Fordham will return to action today after 
being taken off an emergency waiting list 
for a liver transplant. 

The 46-year-old, from Dartford, is suf¬ 
fering from cirrhosis of the liver after 
years of alcohol abuse, and has lost 15 
stone since collapsing at last year’s World 
Championship. 

Doctors have now postponed his 
planned transplant for three years, allow¬ 
ing Fordham to focus on the World 
Masters event in the East Riding of 
Yorkshire. 

He said: “My confidence has gone total¬ 
ly rock bottom so if I can get a couple of 
wins under my belt - I don’t mean tour¬ 
naments, just a couple of games - that 
would be good. 

“Hopefully this could be the start of 
three to five years of giving it a good go, 
and then getting back to the doctor and 
getting them to look at me.” 

Fordham, who once boasted of drinking 
25 bottles of beer before a match, says he 
has no memory of winning his sole world 
title in 2004.

Concern at delay 
in Iceland report

MEMBERS of Kent County 
Council’s Labour group have 
voiced concerns about the delay 
of a report into the authority’s 
Icelandic investments. 

Professional services firm Pricewater- 
houseCoopers (PWC) is looking into KCC’s 
internal control processes and reviewing 
the financial advice its officers received 
prior to them having £50 million frozen in 
Iceland’s crisis-hit banking system. 

The council initially said the report would 
be ready by the end of November, but it has 
still not materialised more than a week on. 

However, deputy leader Cllr Alex King 
promised on Friday that a draft version will 
be available for members to read tomorrow 

Cllr Roger Truelove said the Labour 
group was becoming increasingly frustrat¬ 
ed by the “long delay and secrecy” sur¬ 
rounding the document, adding: “When 
cabinet scrutiny interviewed (cabinet mem¬ 
ber for finance) Cllr Nick Chard on October 
22, he was able to deflect a number of key 
questions by appealing to the need to wait 
for the PWC report. 

“There was obviously an understanding 
these questions could be returned to at the 
next scrutiny meeting on December 10. If 
that deadline is missed and the report 
made public without scrutiny at a subse¬ 
quent date, we will be very angry. 

‘We would be particularly unimpressed if 
it was reported on at the full council meet¬ 
ing on December 11, with an uncritical self- 
regarding spin attached. At the least it is 
vital the chairman of cabinet scrutiny (Cllr 
Mike Eddy) be given the opportunity to 
study the report before a public statement 
is made. We see this whole venture as char¬ 
acteristic of an over-confident administra¬ 
tion, always ready to congratulate itself but 
equally wary when faced by failings.” 

The £50m KCC has at risk is the most 
any council has invested in Iceland, but last 
month Cllr Chard said he expected all the 
money to be recovered. 

Earlier this week the authority’s chief 
executive Peter Gilroy backed proposals for

a new “councils bank” to protect taxpayers’ 
money from any future financial crashes. 

Research into the plan is still at an early 
stage but financial analysts say it is a prac¬ 
tical proposition. 

Mr Gilroy said: “This could be a win-win 
situation. With local authorities as share¬ 
holders you have the chance to use divi¬ 
dends for investing in services or returning 
money to taxpayers.” 

Cllr King assured members there was a 
good reason for the report taking some time 
to complete. 

He said: “The PWC report has been a 
thorough piece of work involving detailed 
checks of hundreds of individual transac¬ 
tions. It is essential that this process should 
be very detailed in order to provide mem¬ 
bers of all parties with confidence in the 
final report.”

Crops in danger 

PLANS to cut 80 per cent of chemicals used 
on Britain’s crops could lead to pests devel¬ 
oping new resistances, warns South East 
MEP Richard Ashworth. 

Mr Ashworth, who lives in Folkestone, 
says scientists have told the European 
Parliament they will not be able to replace 
the banned ingredients before pests become 
immune to the ones left behind. 

He said: “The proposals adopted by MEPs 
in the environment committee must be 
adapted by the full parliament. 

‘We need safe chemicals but we also need 
to ensure we can meet our own food 
demands.”

Council leader wants to 
be hired by Alan Sugar 


KENT County Council 
leader, Cllr Paul Carter, has 
offered to team up with Sir 
Alan Sugar to help the 
Government sort out its 
“wretched and confusing” 
apprenticeship programme, 
writes Tony Patey. 

The head of the nation’s 
biggest local authority told 
more than 200 young people 
at a seminar that Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown’s 
innovation unit had paid a 
one-day visit to KCC on 
Wednesday to talk about 
apprenticeships. 

“Sir Alan is going to lead 
the marketing campaign,” 
Cllr Carter said. “I said to the 
unit that... I guarantee if Sir 
Alan and I sat down for a 


couple of hours we’d sort out 
how we could make the 
scheme work nationally.” 

He said he suggested that 
the Government delay mar¬ 
keting the scheme because it 
had not thought through the 
logistics. 

“At the moment the system 
is confusing to young people 
so they don’t understand 
what is available. 

“Currently what is on offer 
by the Government is so 
wretched and confusing it is 
doomed to fail - and that was 
my message to the unit.” 

He said: “I think we blew 
their minds about what is 
already going on in Kent, 
how we’re building momen¬ 
tum and giving a new gener¬ 


ation a new set of opportuni¬ 
ties,” he told the Kent 
Apprenticeship Showcase 
Event at Paddock Wood’s The 
Hop Farm on Thursday. 

The Government has a tar¬ 
get of 20 per cent of 16 to 18- 
year-olds being in modem 
apprenticeships - in Kent 
that represents 6-7,000 
young people. 

“That’s a massive logistical 
exercise,” said Cllr Carter. 
‘We have an enormous dem¬ 
and from which we have to 
fulfil, and to match that we 
have got to wake up the busi¬ 
ness community.” 

KCC’s own apprenticeship 
scheme has been an “enor¬ 
mous success,” he said, and it 
is being expanded.

Mr Fuller said he hoped Lewis would be 
able to spend Christmas Day at home with 
the family. 

“He is so happy all the time,” he said, pay¬ 
ing tribute to his brave son. “He is a magician 
and has joined the Magic Circle. 

“When he had his collar bone removed he 
spent two days in intensive care and was 
doing magic for all the other kids. I think 
that speaks for itself.” 

Only around three children a year are diag¬ 
nosed with the same form of bone cancer as 
Lewis, Mr Fuller, a self-employed civil engi¬ 
neer, said. 

He added: “All the staff have been brilliant. 


The care has been second to none and their 
nurses are so kind and gentle with the kids. 

“They just need individual entertainment 
such as televisions and DVDs to keep them 
occupied.” 

The Fullers said they would be doing more 
fundraising in the New Year and hoped to 
donate more toys and gifts to children who 
are forced to stay in hospital to make them 
feel more at home.

Family’s great 
gift for ward’s 
young patients 


CHRISTMAS has come early for 
a Kent children’s ward, with 
£7,000 worth of toys donated by 
the family of a 10-year-old boy 
with cancer. 

Jason and Vicki Fuller’s son, Lewis, was 
diagnosed with a rare form of bone cancer, 
called Ewing’s sarcoma, in April after he was 
taken into A&E at the William Harvey 
Hospital in Ashford with a bump near his 
shoulder. 

“He’s doing really well,” Mr Fuller said. 
‘When he is having his treatment he is pret¬ 
ty poorly, but he’s such a fighter we cannot 
believe he gets out of bed. If it wasn’t for his 
bald head you wouldn’t know he had cancer. 

“He’s had blood transfusions and platelet 
transfusions - he’s really been through the 
wringer.” 

Mr Fuller said his son had shown no signs 
of illness and was a boxer in training to fight 
for Ashford before the bump was found. 

The couple, who are in their late 30s and 
live in Biddenden, near Ashford, noticed that 
Lewis and his fellow young patients did not 
have much in the way of entertainment dur¬ 
ing their hospital stays.

“My wife and I just felt the kids have to lie 
in bed for weeks and have no personal enter¬ 
tainment, so we bought them DVD players, 
televisions and PlayStations. 

“Friends and family all chipped in. 
Everyone wants to help because it’s for chil¬ 
dren,” Mr Fuller said. 

The Fullers raised an amazing total of 
nearly £20,000 through two charity parties 
and a sponsored walk. Money has been split 
between Padua Ward, the children’s ward at 
the William Harvey, University College 
London Hospital, where Lewis has been hav¬ 
ing chemotherapy, and the Bone Cancer 
Research charity. 

Sue Gibbons, ward manager at Padua, said 
the youngsters were thrilled with all the 
toys, which the family presented last Friday, 
especially so close to Christmas time. 

“It’s unbelievable,” she said. “The family 
has worked so hard to get us all this equip¬ 
ment for the children.” 

Children going for operations will now be 
able to drive themselves to the theatre in a 
motorised toy car.

Delight as doctors allow Jamie home 


BONE marrow transplant patient Jamie Zammit 
will spend Christmas at home after doctors 
agreed he was well enough to leave hospital, 
writes Steve Knight. 

The 10-year-old, from Bromley, has Fanconi 
anaemia, which eventually leads to bone marrow 
failure if a donor cannot be found. 

He underwent a successful transplant opera¬ 
tion on October 13 and is now looking forward to 
spending the festive season at home with his fam¬ 
ily. Mum Donna said: “It’s like having a complete¬ 
ly different person about the place. 

“Jamie knew the seriousness of the situation 


and knew what he was up against, but he has 
such a great sense of humour and the doctors told 
him he played a big part in his own recovery. 

“Now he just wants to get up and do stuff all the 
time. He has his life back and he can’t stop smil¬ 
ing. He’s so happy.” 

Ideally Jamie would have received a perfect 
bone marrow match from a relative, but none 
could be found. As a result, doctors at London’s 
Great Ormond Street Hospital allowed the trans¬ 
plant to go ahead using the closest match avail¬ 
able. 

Although the youngster has been allowed to 


return home, he will need to undergo regular 
check-ups in the coming months to ensure his 
body does not reject the marrow. 

Mrs Zammit said: “Jamie’s keeping well at the 
moment. He’s had his first check-up and that was 
good, so we’ll just have to keep our fingers crossed 
that things stay that way. 

“He can’t go back to school for another six 
months and we can’t really go out or have people 
around in case he catches a bug off someone. 

“We’re hoping to have a party for him at some 
point, but for the time being we’re just looking for¬ 
ward to enjoying Christmas at home together.”

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THE family of murdered school¬ 
girl Vicky Hamilton say they 
hope to move on with their lives 
after her killer was finally con¬ 
victed, writes Steve Knight. 

Earlier this week a jury at Dundee’s High 
Court found Peter Tobin, 62, from Margate, 
guilty of the abduction, rape and murder of 
the Scottish 15-year-old. 

He was sentenced to a minimum of 30 years 
in prison and is almost certain to die there 
as he suffers from ill health and is already 
serving 21 years for a previous murder. 

On Wednesday, Vicky’s sister Sharon 
Brown laid a bunch of pink roses at the 
grave of her younger sibling, who went 
missing from the town of Bathgate, West 
Lothian, on February 10,1991. 

Her whereabouts remained a mystery for 
17 years until her body was finally discov¬ 
ered buried in the back garden of Tobin’s 
former home in Margate last November. 

Speaking outside court after the sentenc¬ 
ing, Vicky’s younger sister Lyndsay Brown 
said: “We are glad this nightmare has finally 
come to an end. There were many times 
when we thought this day wouldn’t come. 

“We are hoping we can now move on as a 
family and start to remember Vicky as 
the loving sister she was before she was so 
tragically and cruelly taken from us. 

‘Vicky’s abduction also robbed us of our 
mum, Janette, who never came to terms 
with the fact Vicky never came home that 
night and who died of a broken 
heart two years later, never know¬ 
ing what happened to her daughter. 

“We take comfort in the knowl¬ 
edge that mum and Vicky have been 
looking over us and giving us the 
strength needed to cope during 
these difficult times.” 

Tobin snatched Vicky on a snowy 
Sunday afternoon as she was look¬ 
ing for a bus to take her home. 

He took her to his house in Margate 
where he launched his murderous 
attack before wrapping her remains

in bags. He then kept her body hid¬ 
den for about five weeks before mov¬ 
ing to a new home in the town, 
where he buried her in the garden. 

Sandpit 

Tobin’s former neighbour David 
Martin, who still lives next door to 
the house where Vicky’s remains 
were discovered, said Tobin told him 
he was digging a sandpit for his son 
to play in. 


He told the BBC: “We were 
extremely shocked and quite upset 
for the family. 

I was stunned because I couldn’t 
visualise the normal man we knew 
then, well what appeared to be nor¬ 
mal. I really couldn’t equate the two. 

“There was no indication he was 
doing the things he’s accused of 
doing. Obviously they have found 
the body and that is it, he’s got to 
face the music.” 


Chat show host adder nasty 
surprise while making fire 


CAMP comic Paul O’Grady has 
told how he laughed off an attack 
by a poisonous two-foot-long 
snake, which crawled out of a log 
he was putting on the fire at his 
home in Aldington. 

The chat show host told the 
Daily Mirror newspaper he had 
no idea he had been bitten until 
blood started oozing from a punc¬ 
ture wound in his arm. 

He then spotted the adder on a 
log - and ushered the reptile from 
the room using a broom. 

The Channel 4 star said: “I did¬ 
n’t realise I was bitten at first, but 
I looked at my arm and there was 


blood gushing down from it. 

Mr O’Grady then called a hospi¬ 
tal, but was assured the bite was 
not fatal and he merely needed 
to keep an eye on the swelling and 
come in only if he got worse. 

The adder, Britain’s only ven¬ 
omous snake, has a bite that can 
cause vomiting, dizziness and 
painful swelling, but its poison is 
only rarely deadly. 

Snake expert Denise Frain said: 
“It was probably starting to hiber¬ 
nate among the logs when Paul 
woke it up and startled it. They’re 
not an aggressive snake and keep 
themselves to themselves.”

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Sergeant is told 
to leave her post 

A POLICE sergeant whose ex-boyfriend was 
jailed for a string of armed robberies in Kent 
has been ordered to resign. 

Sgt Jill Evans was told she must leave her 
post at Dyfed-Powys Police, Wales, following a 
misconduct hearing on Monday. 

Her ex-boyfriend Dean Jenkins, 41, was 
jailed for 17 years in November 2007 for his 
part in raids at building societies in Birching- 
ton, Strood, Heme Bay and Paddock Wood. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said at the time of 
Jenkins’ sentencing that Sgt Evans made sen¬ 
ior officers aware of their relationship follow¬ 
ing his arrest. By that time they had been see¬ 
ing each other for eight months after meeting 
in a bar in Cardiff. 

The misconduct hearing was held following 
an investigation by the force’s professional 
standards department, concerning allegations 
about Sgt Evans’ honesty, integrity and gener¬ 
al conduct.

Sweet sound of 
success for Kris 


ALL the hard work has paid off 
for Kent singer/songwriter Kris 
Searle, who has won a major 
prize at the Los Angeles Music 
Awards. 

The 28-year-old, from Heme Bay, set off for 
the Hollywood hills earlier this year, hoping 
to make an impression on the notoriously 
difficult American music scene.

Winning the high-profile award was a tri¬ 
umphant but poignant moment for Mr 
Searle, whose father chose the record label’s 
name before his sudden death last year. 

“It has been fun and I wouldn’t want to be 
anything else, but being independent is a lot 
of work,” Mr Searle said.

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Jobs promise as discounter expands 


ALDI is set for a huge expansion in 
Kent, creating up to 500 new jobs, as 
cash-conscious shoppers pour 
through its doors. 

The expansion - due to happen 
over the next few years - conies at a 
time when the credit squeeze is 
tightening purse-strings and more 
shoppers turn to discount outlets 
such as Aldi, Netto and Lidl.

Green report writes 
off coal power plan

CONTROVERSIAL proposals 
for a new coal-fired power sta¬ 
tion will be “dead in the water” if 
the Government adopts the rec¬ 
ommendations of its climate 
watchdog, according to environ¬ 
mentalists. 

Lord Turner’s Committee on Climate 
Change said coal plants, such as the one 
planned at Kingsnorth on the Hoo 
Peninsula, should not be built unless they 
can capture all their C02 emissions by the 
2020s. 

John Sauven, executive director of 
Greenpeace, said: “Assuming the Govern¬ 
ment accepts the advice of its own climate 
change committee then Kingsnorth is dead 
in the water. E.on’s investors and the com¬ 
pany’s executives will read the Turner 
report with sweaty palms, as their coal 
plans don’t even come close to satisfying the 
standards the committee is demanding.” 

However, the German energy giant dis¬ 
agreed and said the report does not mean a 
new coal power station can be ruled out. 

A spokesman said the company wel¬ 
comed Monday’s report and was pleased 
Lord Turner recognised the importance of 
developing carbon capture and storage 
(CCS) technology. 

Mr Sauven said: “It is incredibly signifi¬ 
cant that Lord Turner says we can’t deliver 
a low-carbon energy system by relying on 
the European emissions trading scheme 
(ETS) alone. 

“For too long ministers have treated the 
ETS like a magic box - you put a polluting 
industry in there and it disappears. Now 
the climate change committee is saying we 
need extra regulation to combat unaccept¬ 
ably high emissions from coal.” 

He added that the quickest, cheapest and

fastest way to slash emissions and meet the 
country’s energy demands was to invest in 
efficiency, renewable energy and super-effi¬ 
cient combined-heat-and-power plants 
based on the Scandinavian model. 

E.on’s spokesman said the company 
believes it will win the Government’s CCS 
competition, which will provide funds to 
come up with a demonstration plant. 

“We believe that by 2014 we will have a 
working model [of CCS technology] and it 
will be viable on a commercial scale by 
2019. So that fits the timescale,” he added. 

Greg Clark, the Tories’ climate change 
spokesman, welcomed the committee’s 
report and said it provided a useful ‘road¬ 
map’ on how reducing carbon emissions 80 
per cent by 2050 would be achieved. 

The MP for Tunbridge Wells said: 
“Carbon emissions and energy insecurity 
are problems that share the same cause: 
our dependence on increasingly uncertain 
sources of fossil fuels and an ageing and 
inefficient energy infrastructure. They also 
share the same solution: an orderly transi¬ 
tion to a low carbon economy. 

“The targets recommended by the com¬ 
mittee are stretching and the Government 
has a long way to go if it is to meet them.”

THE controversial former chief 
accountant of the European 
Commission claims insider knowl¬ 
edge makes her the perfect candi¬ 
date to represent the people of 
Kent abroad. 

Argentine-bom Spaniard Marta Andreasen 
was fired from the EC in 2005 for raising con¬ 
cerns about the potential for fraud in the 
European Union, and is still fighting to clear 
her name in the courts. 

Her belief that all countries should be free 
from super-state rule led her to join the UK 
Independence Party (Ukip) as its treasurer, 
She now plans to run in European polls next 
year to become a MEP for the South East. 

Mrs Andreasen said: “It occurred to me that 
I could make a much better contribution to 
the party if I stood as an MEP because I know 
what goes on inside the EC. 

“I know where the bodies lie and they fear 
me quite a lot because of the way they treat¬ 
ed me. 

“The strongest support I received at the 
time I was fired was from the British people, 
and I think they saw me as someone who 
was suffering in the EC but who stood 
against it. 

“Now I think I can make an impact again.” 

When Mrs Andreasen started her job with 
the commission in 2002, she was alarmed at

the use of outdated accounting software that 
she felt was open to fraud. 

After her concerns were largely ignored by 
senior officials in Bmssels, she went public 
and refused to sign off the previous year’s 


accounts. Her actions led to her suspension 
and eventual firing for “failing to show suffi¬ 
cient loyalty and respect”. 

Mrs Andreasen said: “I have no regrets. If 
people at the EC say I went public without 
talking to people inside first, then they’re 
being untruthful. 

“I tried to get people to understand that 
changes needed to be made urgently and 
there is documentation to prove it. 

“I also tried to go through the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament before I went public, and I 
think I had a right to do so as the chief 
accountant. 

“After that they promised a number of 
reforms but judging by the year-on-year 
reports from the auditors, little has changed. 
It’s just window-dressing.” 

Mrs Andreasen’s experiences with the EC 
led her to join Ukip, as she felt Bmssels was 
imposing ever-increasing policies on its mem¬ 
ber nations. 

When she stands at next June’s election, 
she will be the party’s number two candidate 
behind its leader and current South East 
MEP Nigel Farage, who lives in Westerham, 
Bromley. 

Mrs Andreasen said: “I think Ukip is going 
to do very well next year. We are the only 
party actively seeking Britain’s withdrawal 
from the EU, and I think a lot of people sup¬ 
port that. 

“I think people in a number of other 
European countries share that view 
too, although there are no other groups 
that are organised enough to do something 
about it. 

“That’s why it’s very important Ukip suc¬ 
ceeds, so it can set an example to others.”

egg donor shortage

YOUNG women in Kent 
are being urged to help 
combat an egg donor short¬ 
age and help couples des¬ 
perate to start a family. 

The National Gamete Donation 
Trust, which is a Government-fund¬ 
ed charity set up to raise awareness 
about the lack of gamete or eggs, 
sperm and embryos, launched an 
appeal this week to cut waiting 
times and give hundreds of women 
the chance to conceive.

Pip Morris, recruitment manager 
at the trust, said: “We are running 
this campaign - Give Hope, Give Life 
- because we are desperately short of 
donors in this area and need 500 
more egg donors to meet demand. 

“The whole purpose is to encour¬ 
age more women to find out more 
about donation and get some free 
and impartial advice from us. 

“We are looking for 21 to 35-year- 
olds, mothers and non-mothers and 
all ethnicities.” 

The appeal was launched on 
Monday at Kings Hospital in 
London, and two women from Kent 
were among those who shared their 
experiences of egg donation. 

Asked why there is such a short¬ 


age of donors in London and the 
Home Counties, Ms Morris said: 

“There have never been enough 
donors in this country, purely down 
to women not knowing they can help 
other women in this way. 

“A lot of people think it is do with 
the removal of anonymity, but we 
have never had enough donors. 

“It is an altruistic gift women can 
give to others and something that 
should not be undertaken lightly, 
but it can change someone’s life.” 

In April 2005 the anonymity was 
lifted for donors, meaning anyone 
bom using donated egg, sperm or 
embryos will be allowed to ask the 
Human Fertilisation and Embryology 
Authority, to reveal the donor’s 
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CAMPAIGN: Give Hope, Give 
Life was set up to combat the 
shortage of egg donors 

identity when they are over 18. 

But the child has no legal, finan¬ 
cial, social or moral rights over 
their donor, the HFEA said. 

Women need donated eggs for a 
number of reasons, including if 
they have lost their ovaries due to 
cancer, surgery, chemotherapy, 
radiotherapy or because of suffer¬ 
ing early menopause. 

Ema Locker, from the Bridge 
Centre, a fertility clinic near 


London Bridge station that is sup¬ 
porting the campaign, said women 
who decide they want to give eggs 
have a medical history check to 
ensure there is no reason why they 
cannot donate. 

Counselling is offered to suit¬ 
able women and their partners 
and the IVF treatment involves a 
series of self-administered injec¬ 
tions, she said. 

During the ‘donation cycle’, doc¬ 
tors manage the woman’s natural 
cycle and stimulate the develop¬ 
ment of additional eggs, which are 
then collected and fertilised. 

Donors are monitored by ultra¬ 
sound scans and blood tests to 
check the woman’s hormone levels.

AFTER suffering from an illness 
that left her unable to conceive 
naturally, a Dartford woman was 
told she would be able to have a 
baby using donated eggs. 

Marie Martin-Wheeler said when 
she was told at 13 that her ovarian 
dysgenesis would affect her 
chance of starting her own family 
the doctors were confident an egg 
donor would be available. 

The 30-year-old said: “When I 
was ready to start a family I was 
told there was a shortage of eggs 
and I would have to find my own. 

“My cousin stepped in, which 
was lucky because it is a difficult 
thing to ask someone.” 

Sadly, the first attempt failed and 
Mrs Martin-Wheeler has now been 
waiting four years for a child. 

“You are giving someone hope,”

she said, appealing to other women 
to find out more about egg dona¬ 
tion. “It does not take that long out 
of someone’s life.” 

Mother-of-two Keri Spring has 
told how she became an egg 
donor for her best friend. 


Ms Spring, who lives in Ashford 
and is a part-time singer, said the 
friends started trying for second 
babies together and she was able 
to get pregnant quickly. 

The 30-year-old’s friend had 
seven miscarriages. 

She said: “I was 28 at the time, so 
it was a now-or-never decision and 
seemed obvious. I had seen her 
going through the miscarriages 
and I wanted to stop the hurting 
for her and help her make a little 
boy or girl. 

“Egg donation was something 
I’d heard about years ago and put 
to the back of my mind, but when 
I looked into it, it is only a few 
weeks out of your life and it will 
make such a huge difference to 
someone else’s life.” 

Her friend now has twin boys. 


Man jailed over airgun incident 


A LABOURER who blinded a school¬ 
girl in one eye after accidentally 
shooting her with an airgun has 
been jailed for 18 months. 

Tristram Keen, 23, from Sturry, 
near Canterbury, was sentenced at 
Canterbury Crown Court on 
Tuesday after a jury found him 
guilty of unlawful and malicious 
wounding. 

His 12-year-old victim will have 
the pellet lodged behind her eye 


socket for the rest of her life. 

Judge Michael O’Sullivan said 
Keen had been “reckless in the 
extreme” when he fired the weapon 
in private woods in Hersden, near 
Canterbury, in July 2007. 

He added: “By pleading not 
guilty, Keen made three children 
go through the ordeal of having to 
give evidence in court. 

“I have nothing but admiration for 
the courage they have all shown, in 


particular the young girl who has 
had to come to terms with losing the 
sight in one eye. 

“I hope the actions of this man will 
serve as a warning to anyone consid¬ 
ering using an air weapon that they 
take every precaution to ensure the 
safety of others around them.” 

Keen had gone to shoot with an 
eight-year-old boy when the girl and 
her younger sister went to the woods 
to meet them.

World Cup 2010 should 
be a goal for businesses 

Seeda chief in call to make most off potential in South Africa 


keeps tourists 
out of county 

KENT’S visitor numbers fell by seven per cent 
in September, compared to the same month 
last year, as the credit squeeze took effect, new 
figures show. 

The latest Business Barometer produced by 
Visit Kent’s research team indicates that visits 
to attractions generally are less of a priority in 
the current climate - and people may be saving 
up for Christmas instead of going for day trips. 

A spokesman for Visit Kent said: “September 
was not a good month and urban attractions, in 
particular, suffered. The better weather at the 
end of the month may have encouraged people 
to travel into the rural areas, which may have 
also been helped by the reduction in fuel costs.” 

There was a considerable difference between 
charging and free attractions, with free attrac¬ 
tions faring badly this month. The percentage 
change varied from 89 per cent, down to 33 per 
cent up for the year-on-year comparison. 

However, in the charging category, results 
ranged from 64 per cent down to 294 per cent 
up. Reasons for the increases ranged from 
increased public awareness, more advertising 
and publicity to more UK holidaymakers. 

Most businesses - 54 per cent - still feel positive 
about the future, or expect business to remain 
the same in spite of the economic conditions. 

The self-catering accommodation market 
is still strong, and, although length of stay 
has reduced slightly, occupancy overall has 
increased by about 15 per cent. 

Visit Kent said: “This reinforces the trend for 
visitors to look for cost savings in the current 
economic decline. Savings are being sought 
through accommodation where visitors can 
organise their own catering and activities.” 

The Port of Dover has benefited in 
September from the closure of Eurotunnel 
because of the tunnel fire and redirected cross 
-channel traffic - Eurotunnel figures were 53 
per cent down. Tunnel services are expected to 
be fully reopened by February.

“The time could not be better to approach 
the South Africans for help in every aspect.” 

Sidcup firm Icon Displays, which employs 
70, is one such firm seeking to take advan¬ 
tage of the football tournament. 

Representatives attended last month’s 
Soccerex exhibition in South Africa to pro¬ 
mote its signage skills, and Icon has now

opened an office in Johannesburg with hopes 
of winning contracts around the 2009 
Confederations Cup and the 2010 World Cup. 

Managing director John Francis said: “The 
South African market for high-quality event 
branding and signage is burgeoning, espe¬ 
cially with the news the country will be hold¬ 
ing a number of key sporting events.” 

The UK remains one of the top three 
investors in South Africa, with £76m of two- 
way trade last year. 

Mr Brathwaite said: “This is a major sport¬ 


ing event that requires the services of many 
companies, and there is no reason why com¬ 
panies in Kent should not look very careful¬ 
ly at what they can do to help put on this 
event. 

“We want Kent companies to do what they 
can to put South Africa on the map as a 
place to do business with - companies in the 
county must reach out to South Africa, and 
do it now.” 

Bob Jones, from Business Link, said: 
“Targeting overseas events and new markets 
is a good way for a company to grow and we 
would signpost companies to UK Trade & 
Investment to find out more about the neces¬ 
sary cultural, logistic and currency differ¬ 
ences which they will need to consider. 

“Companies should speak to Business 
Link in the first instance as only those with 
a consolidated, strong business model with 
the right people, processes and planning in 
place and a good track record in their own 
domestic market will be successful at win¬ 
ning overseas business.” 

Jo James, chief executive of the Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce, said businesses 
needed to act quickly if they wanted to bene¬ 
fit from the event. 

He added: “Unless they take a good hard 
look at the World Cup and what is required, 
they are not going to know what opportuni¬ 
ties are available. It will soon be too late, so 
quick action is needed.”

DISABLED sailor Hilary 
Lister will be praying for 
better weather when she 
has another go at travel¬ 
ling solo around the coast 
of Britain.

“But I don’t like leaving 
things unfinished and this is 
why I’m going to give it 
another go next year.” 

Mrs Lister announced the 
relaunch of the Round Britain 
Dream at the Sail, Power and 
Watersports Show at Earl’s 
Court at the end of last month. 

The voyage will also raise 
money for Hilary’s Dream 
Trust - a charity she set up to 
help other disabled people 
achieve their sailing dreams. 

Mrs Lister said: “When I was 
a disabled child I found that 
people threw money at me and 
I was treated to anything from 
Outward Bound day-trips to 
visits to Disneyland. 

“Sick and disabled children 
are very emotive and people 
are always willing to put their 
hands in their pockets for 


them, but when I turned 16 
everything seemed to stop. 

“The aim of my charity is to 
pick up those people who have 
a particular sailing dream 
which some people my say is 
undoable and help them be 
successful.” 

Mrs Lister only began sail¬ 
ing in 2003 when she was 
taken on a lake by a friend, 
and she credits the experience 
with saving her life. 

She said: “I had reached a 
point where I couldn’t see the 
point of carrying on with my 
life, but now I can. 

“If I’m sitting at home and I 
want to move from one chair to 
another because the sun is in 
my eyes, I have to get someone 
to push me. But on the water 
I can do all that on my own, 
and it’s just tremendous.” 

Mrs Lister is looking for 
sponsors to help her on the 
round-Britain voyage, which is 
expected to cost £65,000.

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Muslims ‘deserve choice to wed’

MEMBERS of the Muslim commu¬ 
nity in Kent have welcomed new 
laws to prevent forced marriages 
and protect victims of the abusive 
tradition. 

The Forced Marriage (Civil Protection) Act 
2007 came into force last week, coinciding with 
International Day to Eliminate Violence 
Against Women, and means courts will now 
have the power to stop forced marriages. 

Under the legislation a victim, friend or the 
police can apply for a Forced Marriage 
Protection Order and penalties for breaching 


the order include up to two years in prison. 

Ejaz Aslam, chairman of the Gravesend and 
Dartford Muslim Association, said: “Anyone in 
their right mind would say it is wrong and 
should not be acceptable in this day and age. 

“I think some people believe that the Muslim 
faith perhaps allows it to happen but that is 
not the case. 

“Islam forbids forced marriage - in fact if 
they have not given their consent then it 
is void. However, obviously within our cul¬ 
ture, I think it would be wrong to deny that 
it does not occur.” 

He said people’s perceptions were chang- ' 
ing and more parents were seeing that their 
children deserve a choice. 

The law means courts can order people 
to hand over passports, reveal the where¬ 
abouts of a person thought to be at risk

Nationally, the Forced Marriage Unit has 
handled 1,500 reports so far this year. 

“I can understand the idea because I under¬ 
stand our culture,” Mr Aslam said. “When peo¬ 
ple commit the crime, it is to preserve their 
honour and respect of the family. I appreci¬ 
ate that, but it still does not mean it is right.” 

Anwar Khan, 65, a member of the associa¬ 
tion, said: “People should not be forced to 
marry anyone. 

I have had no experience in my family. 


Fortunately, most of my family are educated.” 

Shazia Qayum, who works for the national 
charity Karma Nirvana, which supports 
victims of forced marriage and honour-based 
violence, is a survivor of the practice. 

She welcomed the new bill, which will pro¬ 
tect victims through family courts, but she 
said the charity would continue lobbying to 
make it a criminal offence.

Christmas morning should be a time of joy, 
but some families in Kent will be missing 
loved ones this year as a result of drinking 
and driving. 

Every year in Kent, over 250 people are 
either killed or injured as a result of 
drinking and driving, which wrecks their 
lives and the lives of those around them. 
That’s why this year’s anti drink-driving 
campaign is focusing on how different your 
Christmas - and the rest of your life - could 
be as a result of driving under the influence 
of alcohol. 

Kent Highway Services is leading the 
campaign and we launched it by taking 
a Christmas tree display to four town 
locations around the county. Our road 
safety team along with our campaign 
partners, Kent Police, were on hand at 
each location to speak to potential 
Christmas revellers before the party 
season really starts. 



The display featured a banner on the tree 
with the text ‘Christmas Mourning? 

Drinking and Driving Wrecks Lives’to 
remind motorists that Christmas morning 
could take on a very different meaning. The 
display also included a lone unwrapped 
present among wrapping paper to 
represent those killed by drink driving who 
will not be opening their gifts this year. 

By taking the tree out a little bit early, 
we hope that we’ve got people’s attention 
and spread the message before festivities 
really begin. 

The campaign will run until mid-January to 
capture New Year festivities too and it will 
include bus back advertising, billboards, 
posters, leaflets and a TV advert. 

This isn’t just about education though, 

Kent Police are carrying out additional 
enforcement to target drink drivers. They 
will also be carrying out roadside Field 
Impairment Tests to check co-ordination 
and spatial awareness of any drivers who 
they suspect have been drink-driving. 
Remember too that you still could be over 
the legal limit to drive the morning after 
drinking, and when Kent Police are called to 
the scene of a crash, everyone involved will 
be automatically breathalysed. 

Even if you drink and drive and manage 
to avoid crashing into someone, it could 
still wreck your life. The minimum a drink 
driver can expect when caught is a driving 
ban, a hefty fine, and they’ll run the risk of 
imprisonment. 


As part of the campaign, we’re reminding 
motorists that even a small amount of 
alcohol, even if it’s below the legal limit, 
will affect how safely you can drive. Alcohol 
affects judgement, perception and reaction 
times. If you want to be sure that alcohol 
won’t affect your driving - don’t drink any! 

If you’re planning for a night out, think about 
how you’ll be getting home; do you need to 
book a taxi, check public transport timetables or 
designate an alcohol-free driver for the evening? 
If you’re the designated driver, remember that a 
car full of passengers that have been drinking 
could be very distracting and could have an 
effect on your driving - if you’re worried, book a 
taxi! Think about your passengers too and 
where you’ll be dropping them off, especially if 
they’ll have to cross a road to get home. It’s a 
shocking statistic that half of all pedestrians 
killed after midnight are ‘drunk’. 

Drinking and driving wrecks lives 
unnecessarily. Make sure you get home 
safely to open your gifts this year.

The Federation of Small Businesses hit 
out after it had heard some local authorities 
were not passing it on and so, it said, poten¬ 
tially hitting small firms because of parking 
fees, which could be lower. 

Some councils were quick to point out 
they were passing on the cut, but in a 
statement to KOS Media, Medway Council 
said Chancellor Alistair Darling’s lowering 
of VAT in his Pre-Budget Report was only 
temporary. 

The statement read: “The administrative 
cost of immediately reducing our fees to 
match this short-term measure, when com¬ 
pared to the small savings that would be 
passed on, would be too great to justify. 

“Doing this could also, in the long run, 
cost Medway residents more than it could 
save them. 

“Lowering our fees to reflect the drop - 
which only runs until New Year’s Eve next 
year - would, for example, result in a person 
buying a full charge ticket for the pan¬ 
tomime paying £18.13 rather than £18.50. 

“Equally, the price of a £1 parking fee 
would only fall to 98p. 

Costs 

“The council would incur significant costs 
through all the temporary changes we 
would then need to make such as recali¬ 
brating pay machines at car parks and 
other places as well as changing all the 
signs, publications, leaflets and advertising 
that we use to advertise our fees.” 

However, a spokesman for Gravesham 
council said: “We will, of course, pass on the 
reduction in VAT - but we have very little in 
the way of VAT-able services to the public.” 

A Kent County Council spokesman said: 
“We will be passing on the lower rate where 
appropriate, especially in the current 
economic climate - we are trying to help 
businesses wherever we can.” 

And Canterbury City Council is also pass¬ 
ing on the cut where appropriate.

Andrew Aves, FSB regional organiser for 
Kent and Medway said: “Small businesses 
are dependent on local authorities to 
provide sensible and well balanced parking 
policies that allow people to shop in town 
centres without being hit by unfair parking 
charges. 

“The failure of some local authorities to 
pass on the VAT cut will blight many small 
businesses’ at one of the most important 
times of the year - Christmas.”

Isle have a pay rise, thanks 


WAGES in parts of Kent 
have risen by as much as 
60 per cent in the last five 
years, according to a new 
report. 

The Halifax bank analysed the 
150 top increases around the UK, 
which included six in the county. 

The Isle of Thanet saw the high¬ 
est rise in Kent, with wages going 


up from £18,769 in 2003 to £29,956 
this year, a rise of 60 per cent. 

Dr Steve Ladyman, Labour MP 
for South Thanet, welcomed the 
increase. 

“This is great news for people in 
Thanet and shows once again how 
much better the area has been 
doing since 1997,” he said. 

“We have got more people into 
work and more into better paid 
jobs. We mustn’t get too carried 
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away though - we still have higher 
than average unemployment in 
Thanet and a lot of people who 
aren’t yet in the sort of work that 
they really want and that means we 
can’t be complacent.” 

Standards 

On average, earnings in Britain 
have risen by a fifth in the last five 
years, according to the bank’s analy¬ 
sis of data from the Office of 
National Statistics’ Annual Survey 
of Hours and Earnings. 

Britons are now, on average, get¬ 
ting paid £31,500 - 21 per cent, or 
£5,561, more than they were five 


years ago when the average wage 
was £25,939. 

Shepway saw a rise of 47 per cent, 
followed by Gravesham on 37 per 
cent, then on 25 per cent was 
Dartford and Tonbridge and 
Mailing, with Maidstone on 24 per 
cent and Sevenoaks at 18 per cent. 

During the same five-year period, 
retail prices have risen by 18 per 
cent, which suggests an increase in 
disposable income and higher living 
standards for the average Briton.

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Dickens’ French accent

THE final, unfinished novel of 
Charles Dickens is explored in 
an award-winning new book by 
a French author. 

Only six of the planned 12 instalments 
of The Mystery of Edwin Drood were 
written before the great author’s death in 
1870, at his Gad’s Hill Place home, 
Higham. 

Set in a fictionalised Rochester, called 
Cloisterham, the novel evokes the town’s 
atmosphere, streets and buildings and 
numerous authors have attempted to 
provide a worthy ending to the unfin¬ 
ished work. 

Jean-Pierre Ohl’s debut novel, Mr Dick 
or The Tenth Novel, uses a story-within- 
a-story technique, blending Dickens and 
some of his characters into the French 
writer’s plot. 

The author, who is from Talance, near 
Bordeaux, said: “What has interested me 
in The Mystery of Edwin Drood was the 
amount of publications about that unfin¬ 
ished novel, which shows the power of lit¬ 
erature to the point of creating a new 
genre, ‘Droodian’ literature. 

“Moreover, I’m fascinated by unfinished 
works, such as Bouvard et Pecuchet by 
Flaubert, because the reader becomes 
more involved and gets the feeling he has 
the duty of giving an end to the story. 

Addiction 

“What is also interesting in unfinished 
works is that a writer, who conveys an 
idea of eternity through his writing, is 
suddenly brought back to his human con¬ 
dition, meaning death.” 

The novel’s narrator, Francois Daumal, 
has had a passion bordering on addiction 
for Dickens since he first read David 
Copperfield as a young boy. 

He has read everything the author and 
social campaigner wrote and develops a 
particular obsession with Edwin Drood 
in later life, becoming an expert on all 
things Dickensian. 

Asked whether he shares the same pas¬ 
sion for the English author as his protag¬ 
onist, M. Ohl, 49, said: “I didn’t read 
Dickens when I was a child, as most peo¬ 
ple do. I started when I was 30. 

“My brother once gave me a text in 
which he was narrating the first time he 
got drunk. I found it really amusing and 
he told me it was a pastiche of Dickens 
from David Copperfield.” 

This sparked the writer’s interest and 
he read David Copperfield, which is the 
most autobiographical of Dickens’ works, 
and Our Mutual Friend. 

“For me, Dickens is ‘the’ novelist, 
because of the infinite possibilities of cre¬ 
ating characters and fictional situations, 
which give an altogether a vivid picture 
of his time. What I wanted to do in my 
novel was to write about a character 


whose passion for literature 
drove him into confusing 
fiction and reality.” 

M. Ohl has never been to 
Kent and worked from 
maps and pictures of the 
Medway towns in the 
Victorian era. Yet despite 
his influence around the 
world, Dickens remains rel¬ 
atively unknown in France. 

M. Ohl said: “A distinguished teacher of 
French contemporary literature told me once 
disdainfully, ‘Oh, yes, that Dickens - the one 
who made Little Lord Fauntleroy.’ But there are 
exceptions. Novelist Rene Beletto wrote a 
tremendous book about Great Expectations and 
there was a Dickens revival with [Roman] 
Polanski’s Oliver Twist movie. 



“One may class Dickens in the category of 
social realism, with Balzac, for instance. But I’m 
much more interested in his baroque imagina¬ 
tion and extravagant style. We don’t have any 
equivalent for that in France. 

“Dickens is very much more ‘modem’ - a word 
I don’t like - than it appears at the first sight. 

“He deeply influenced such writers as Kafka - 
I think Bleak House was ‘Kafkaien’ before the 
term was ever invented - Elias Canetti and 
Witold Gombrowicz.” 

Mr Dick (translated by Christine Donougher) 
will be published for the first time the UK this 
month. It has won three literary prizes in 
France. 

Published by Dedalus, it costs £9.99.

Health trusts facing 
equality challenge

NHS trusts in Kent are set 
to be questioned if their 
workforce is not diverse and 
representative of the area 
they serve. 

More than 100 clinicians and sen¬ 
ior managers attended a conference 
this week organised by NHS South 
East Coast, the strategic health 
authority (SHA) that covers Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex, on improving 
equality, diversity and human rights. 

It comes after a recent review found 
that black and ethnic minority health 
workers in the region were facing 
widespread disadvantages including 
a disproportionate number involved 
in bullying and harassment, griev¬ 
ance and disciplinary procedures. 

Sue Webb, the SHA’s director of 
clinical and workforce development, 
said: “If we can develop a workforce 
that is diverse and that respects 
human rights it will have a direct 
and positive impact on our ability to 
deliver care to our population.” 

The Race Equality Service Review 
was carried out by the SHA’s 
Black and Minority Ethnic (BME) 
Network. 

It was significant under-represen¬ 
tation of BME senior leaders and a 
disproportionate amount of people 
from BME backgrounds working 
just below middle management. 

Ms Webb said the report, which 
was published in August, was help¬ 
ful and had encouraged the SHA to 
accelerate its investigation into 
equality and diversity issues across 
the region. 

The SHA has developed a scheme, 
which is being adopted by other

authorities across the country, to 
find out how many BME staff are 
being employed and which pay band 
they are in throughout its 27 organ¬ 
isations. 

Ms Webb said: “The network did its 
best at collecting data around ethnici¬ 
ty, which is a challenge for the whole 
of the public sector. 

“We have this tool which provides 
a window into organisations and will 
allow us to challenge them.” 

At a meeting with chief executives, 


she said there would be a focus on 
leadership and “why we have not got 
more BME colleagues at board level”. 

The review found that Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust and 
East Kent Hospitals University 
NHS Trust have all-white British 
boards. 

She said leadership was also an 
issue she wanted to discuss with 
Surinder Sharma, the Department 
of Health’s director of equality and 
diversity, at the conference, about 
proposals to set targets for employ¬ 
ing BME staff at board level. 

Ms Webb said she was working 
with human resources to investigate 
the review’s findings that a dispro¬ 
portionate amount of BME staff 
were involved in grievances, bully¬ 
ing and harassment cases. 

At NHS West Kent, for example, 
BME employees made up 
43 per cent of bullying and harass¬ 
ment procedures, but only accounted 
for seven per cent of the primary care 
trust’s workforce. 

A number of schemes aimed at 
improving the diversity of NHS 
organisations which fall under the 
SHA and at the same time reducing 
health inequalities are under way, 
Ms Webb said. 

The PCT, NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent, and East Kent 
Hospitals University NHS Trust, are 
both taking part in an 
initiative call the Pacesetters 
Programme - aiming to make work¬ 
ing environments fair and free of dis¬ 
crimination. 

Ms Webb said: “It is about improv¬ 
ing health inequalities across the six 
strands of diversity - disability, sex¬ 
ual orientation, gender, religion and 
beliefs, age and race. 

“It is so important that we are 
developing our workforce, but the 
impact will be on the patient.” 


Call for job 
ads to target 
ethnic groups 


JOB adverts should be targeted at 
specific groups to attract more people 
of black and ethnic minority origins to 
take up new posts, according to a Kent 
paramedic. 

Winston Dwyer, who works as clinical 
education manager at South East Coast 
Ambulance (SECAmb) service, is co¬ 
chair of Aspire, a group which promotes 
equality and diversity throughout the 
trust and is open to all staff. 

He said: “The percentage of BME staff 
within SECAmb is very low in compari¬ 
son with the population that we serve. 

“Part of Aspire’s aim is to address that.” 

Mr Dwyer added that it was important 
ambulance staff represented the commu¬ 
nity they serve. 

“For example, we serve areas with 
large Asian communities but members 
in the service are minimal,” he said. 

“We have done what we have always 
done as far as recruitment is concerned 
and changing that strategy is needed. 

“Advertising in specific papers like the 
Voice or an Asian paper where specific 
people read it so we target specific 
areas and get the maximum exposure - 
these are the types of strategies we 
[Aspire] have been looking at.” 

Mr Dwyer said he had not been the 
victim of racism during his time in the 
ambulance service and had been able 
to progress well up the career ladder.

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Prince of Wales soldiers acclimatise ahead of tour fthelp mentor Iraqi forces in Basra

HUNDREDS of soldiers from 
Kent’s county regiment have 
begun arriving in Iraq. 

Last weekend, just over 350 troops serving 
with The 1st Battalion The Princess of 
Wales’s Royal Regiment (1PWRR), known as 
‘The Armoured Tigers’, were undergoing final 
training at Camp Buehring, a US base in the 
Kuwaiti desert close to the Iraqi border. 

Specially chartered flights took off from 
Hanover airport every day last week to transfer 
the Germany-based personnel to Kuwait prior 
to moving to their permanent bases in Iraq. 

The Armoured Tigers are in Iraq as part of 
the 20th Armoured Brigade (The Iron Fist). 
It is the third tour of the country for some of 
the men serving with 1PWRR, having been 
there previously in 2004 and 2006. 

Stability 

The Tigers are in Iraq to train and mentor 
the 14th Division of the Iraqi Army as 
Military Transition Teams. 

Lieutenant Colonel Charlie Sykes, lPWRR’s 
commanding officer, said: “Our main role will 
be to work with the Iraqi Army to maintain 
security and stability across Basra. 

“The Iraqis need to be able to sort out and 
police their own country long after we’ve 
gone. We’re looking forward to delivering a 
real benefit to the people of Basra and partic¬ 
ularly providing assistance to the ever- 
increasing capability of the Iraqi Army.” 

The 1PWRR troops completed compulsory 
acclimatisation training, known as 
“Reception, Staging and Onward Integration” 
in Kuwait. 

Camp Buehring provided a final stopover 
for a number of Coalition troops en route to 
Iraq and the Armoured Tigers stayed there 


for about a week as they completed their 
preparations from a small UK area within 
the greater US base. 

The Army said the training facilities at the 
dusty American transit camp include an 
“ultra-realistic” first-aid classroom with 
dolls that actually bleed - and blink - in 
response to the soldiers’ actions. The Tigers 
have also been given cultural awareness and 
Arabic language classes, as well as trying 


out firing ranges in the middle of the 
Kuwaiti desert. 

Following the period of acclimatisation, 
1PWRR will move into locations in and 
around Basra City. 

The troops have been preparing themselves 
since the tour was announced by the Defence 
Secretary in Parliament in September. Last 
month, the Armoured Tigers completed a mas¬ 
sive rehearsal exercise in southern Germany. 


The three-week exercise at the Hohenfels 
Training Area in Bavaria included live firing 
and scenarios where soldiers acted the part of 
Iraqi civilians. 

It will be the first tour of Iraq for 43-year- 
old Private Paul Dennis, a Territorial Army 
soldier from Broadstairs. 

Speaking from Kuwait, the soldier said: 
“The training’s been absolutely fantastic - 
everything really, particularly the language

lessons and the firing ranges.” 

The TA soldier and full-time builder/labourer 
has no reservations about deploying with other 
regular soldiers nearly half his age. 

He said: “I’m looking forward to going to Iraq. 
They’re a brilliant bunch of lads - and they look 
after me anyway.” 

The Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment is 
the County Regiment of Kent, Surrey, Sussex 
and Hampshire, with its headquarters in 
Canterbury. 

The 1PWRR is normally stationed in Paderbom, 
north Germany, as part of the British Army’s 20th 
Armoured Brigade (The Iron Fist). They will be in 
southern Iraq with the rest of the brigade until 
next summer. 

In October, a separate detachment of 170 sol¬ 
diers from ‘B’ Company 1PWRR were sent to 
Afghanistan for a six-month tour in Helmand 
Province with the Royal Marines.

Dolphin case 
officer wins 
wildlife prize

A POLICE officer who helped 
prosecute two men caught 
harassing a dolphin off the Kent 
coast has been named Wildlife 
Law Enforcer of the Year. 

PC Andrew Small is the county’s first 
rural and environment crime co-ordinator, 
and last year formed part of a team that 
oversaw the case of Davina - formerly Dave 
- the dolphin. 

The two men caught swimming with the 
creature in the Channel were eventually 
ordered to carry out unpaid work for reck¬ 
lessly disturbing a wild animal. 

PC Small said: “The dolphin case was one 
that took quite a lot of time to get to the bot¬ 
tom of because it was unique. There had 
been a similar case in Scotland, but this was 


the first in England and Wales and it taught 
us a lot about how to build a wildlife case up. 

“We needed to liaise with a number of 
environmental groups who told us about 
changes in dolphin behaviour, and we ended 
up with some really good evidence.” 

The law enforcer of the year award, which 
is sponsored by the WWF, was given to PC 
Small to recognise the contribution he has 
made to combating wildlife crime. 

He said: “I was delighted to receive the 
award. It’s a great honour and recognition of 
the work the force is doing in this area. 

“Kent Police have been really supportive of 
my role and since we have been dealing with 
it the team has expanded and we are active¬ 
ly involved in tackling this element of crimi¬ 
nality. 

“In Kent there tends to be a bit of poaching 
and we receive the occasional report of badg¬ 
er baiting, but it’s not as bad here as in some 
other parts of the country. 

“The case of Davina the dolphin is proba-

bly the main one I’ve dealt with, but there 
are a few other important ones we are inves¬ 
tigating at the moment that I can’t say too 
much about. 

“We’ve also been involved in the seizure of 
animal skins and things like that, which are 
always interesting because they have inter¬ 
national implications. The things we do, we 
do for the good of all wildlife.” 

Heather Sohl, wildlife trade and policy 
officer at the WWF, said the organisation 
was proud to sponsor the law enforcement 
award. 

She added: “It gives recognition to those 
who go far above and beyond the call of duty 
to catch criminals and prevent wildlife crime 
in the first place. 

“It’s a small way to show our appreciation 
of their dedication to stop serious environ¬ 
mental damage.”

‘Horrific abuse is 
all too common’ 

THE horrific crimes of a man who repeatedly 
raped his two daughters and fathered nine 
children by them are not as uncommon as 
reports suggest, a Kent charity has warned. 

Malcolm Gilbert is the operations director of 
Gravesend-based Family Matters, the coun¬ 
try’s largest provider of counselling for chil¬ 
dren and adult survivors of sexual abuse and 
rape. 

He spoke out after the man - who cannot be 
named for legal reasons - admitted 25 rapes 
and was sentenced to a minimum of 19 and a 
half years by a court in Sheffield this week. 

Mr Gilbert said: “The scale of this horrific 
catalogue of repeated rape and abuse has 
shocked everyone. But the fact that pregnancy 
can sometimes be the result of child sexual 
abuse should not shock, as it is all too common. 
Most end in miscarriage and abortion. 

Worrying 

“What is worrying is that this abuse still 
occurs as frequently as it does and survivors 
choose to remain silent and live in the dark¬ 
ness of fear and loneliness, isolated from sup¬ 
port and counselling.” 

According to Department of Health statis¬ 
tics, 21 per cent of girls will experience some 
form of sexual abuse and much of that will 
include a form of sexual contact. 

“Professionals were shocked by the scale of 
what has been uncovered and that these 
attacks led to 19 pregnancies,” Mr Gilbert said. 

“However, we should recognise that abusers, 
including fathers, do make young girls preg¬ 
nant. We need more resources and we need to 
do much more to inform and educate the pub¬ 
lic, social and healthcare professionals and, 
crucially, support the victims.” 

An independent review has been launched 
into why social and health services did not 
uncover the abuse. 

The 56-year-old man was only caught when 
his daughters finally broke their silence after 
more than 20 years.

Rate cut to put 
dent in savings 

WHAT the Bank of England has given 
with one hand, it appears to have taken 
away with the other.

Our state of unease 

Constituency correspondence 
has no protection or privilege 
under the law, as shown bv 

the arrest of Damian Green. 

It’S time MPs tackled this 
crucial issue, says Roger Gale 


THE case of the Ashford 
One, as it has become 
known in the House of 
Commons, raises a 
number of important 
questions. 

Some of these have been widely 
aired in the press during the past 
week; most remain to be 
answered, perhaps, in the 
parliamentary debate on Monday; 
and there is one very 
fundamental issue that has not 
been touched upon at all. 

First, MPs are not above the 
law. Nor do we wish to be. If we 
are caught speeding, we are tried 
and fined. If we shoplift or steal, 
we will be taken to court and 
sentenced. 

If, in breach of confidence, we 
reveal state secrets, then we are 
subject to the same processes and 
penalties as any other citizen. 

We do, however, enjoy ancient 
privileges in relation to our rights 
to, in the chamber of the House of 
Commons, raise grievances, 
expose corruption and hold the 
executive (Government) to 
account without fear of 
prosecution for libel or arrest or 
imprisonment by the Crown or its 
agents. 

Those rights, in a democracy, 
are sacrosanct and to deny them 
cuts to the very heart of a free 
democracy. 

Let us be clear: Damian Green 
has not revealed state secrets and 
nor has he been shown to have 
acted in any way that has been in 
breach of national security or 


other than in the national 
interest. He has exposed, 
certainly, facts about immigration 
and related issues that the Home 
Office has sought to conceal from 
the public and in doing so he has 
embarrassed the Home Secretary, 
her department and the Prime 
Minister. 

That is not a crime. It does not 
warrant the intrusion of a posse of 
anti-terrorist officers from the 
Metropolitan Police invading his 
home and his privacy. And it most 
certainly does not justify the 
searching - without even the fig 
leaf of a warrant - of a 
parliamentary office and the 
seizing of computer data, mobile 
phones and constituency 
casework. 

While MPs are not above the 
law, then most certainly neither 
are the constabulary nor their 
political masters. 

Much has been made, 
particularly by this Government’s 
few remaining apologists in the 
press, of the “need for the police to 
conduct their inquiries without 
interference” and the fact that the 


Government “did not know” that a 
Member of Parliament was to be 
arrested and his home and office 
searched. MPs are, say the tame 
columnists, seeking to protect 
ourselves and our rights when we 
should be “concentrating on 
affairs of state”. 

‘Parliamentary privilege’, an 
overworked and ill-used term, is 
not the privilege of members of 
either House of Parliament but of 
the people we seek to represent. 
We are the custodians of that 
privilege and that is all. And there 
stands the elephant in the room. 

Writing in the national press 
last week, Labour MP Dennis 
MacShane asserted that: “The 
MP is in the same place as a judge 
in his chambers, a doctor in his 
consulting room, the lawyer in his 
office and at times the priest in 
his confessional.” 

Would that it were so, but it is 
not. Contrary to a widespread and 
popular belief held by the public 
and many MPs, constituency 
correspondence has no protection 
and is not privileged at all. True, 
we do our level best to protect 


confidences and sources and I 
would, personally, face prison 
rather than reveal detail or 
substance confided in me, but, 
unlike the callings and 
professions to which Mr 
MacShane refers, we have no 
defence in law. 

The time has most surely come 
to address this issue in the public 
interest. It will require primary 
legislation, but once the dust has 
settled and the beleaguered 
Speaker, Serjeant at Arms or 
some other functionaries have 
been sacrificed to save the skin of 
the Home Secretary, then 
parliamentary time - and there is 
plenty of room for manoeuvre in 
this flimsy Queen’s Speech - must 
be found to introduce and pass 
the necessary bill. 

Failure to do so will lead to wide 
and justified public unease at the 
thought that what a constituent 
says to their elected 
representatives may be seized by 
police or Government and used 
against them.

Nonetheless, Mr Wilkins-Oppler, as I can 
use a bolt-gun properly, which seems to be 
your premise for being allowed to eat meat, I 
thank you. As you are a vegetarian, no doubt 
you grow all your own fruit and vegetables. 

He again resorts to letting his imagination 
run riot when he writes ‘This was once a 


sentient animal that suffered incarceration 
and execution before it underwent its 
brilliant family-friendly disguise in the 
factory. 

All animals are sentient beings, not just 
farm livestock. By incarceration, you 
presumably mean kept inside. Do you know 
what they are in the fields around 
Canterbury? Theyre cattle and sheep. You 
will also find them in national parks, the hills 
in northern England and the crofts in 
Scotland. Yes, some livestock is kept inside 
and is extremely well cared for. As for the 
word ‘execution’, I won’t even bother to reply. 

You wish to know why meat is displayed in 


joints. Well, think for yourself. This week my 
wife bought a pound of apples and a pound of 
pears.

I have helped raise thousands of pounds 
over the years for charity, I have only been in 
a police station once and that was to take 
part in a charity quiz. 

I worked for 25 years in a legal trade, 
alongside people of equally good character - 
some were even regular churchgoers - they 
have not had any sadistic or cruel traits as 
your question implies.

association founded in 1928. It is a registered 
charity number 209563. Perhaps with your 
concerns you would like to donate. 

Another site you can try is www.vpsg.org, 
the Vegan Prisoners Support Group. 

It helps vegan and vegetarian prisoners 
who are serving sentences for animal rights 
crimes. If you think the meat trade is cruel, 
pick up the phone and call the police or the 
RSPCA. All they want is the address of the 
slaughterhouse, the person or persons 
involved and what you witnessed - which is 
where you might fail as they deal in facts, not 
vivid imaginations. 

I can remember the meat trade in the 
1960s-90s when the ‘meat is murder’ 
campaign was prevalent. In those days we 
had to endure arson, graffiti and vandalism. 
People were imprisoned because of their 
actions. The meat trade is perfectly legal.

Hospice and worker 
stars at trust awards

A CHILDREN’S hospice and a local 
authority worker have scooped 
accolades at a national employment 
charity’s awards ceremony. 

The Shaw Trust’s annual Star awards hon¬ 
our people who work with the charity to 
achieve its aims of supporting thousands of 
people with disabilities, or who face disad¬ 
vantages across the county, achieve their per¬ 
sonal development and employment goals. 

Jo Budd, 44, who works for Medway 
Council and lives in Rochester, has men¬ 
tored many of the trust’s clients to build con¬ 
fidence and skills as they work towards 
achieving employment. 

Gary Darby, a training and placement 
officer for the charity, said of the mother-of- 


two: “Jo and her team do a fantastic job of 
looking after and training our clients, many 
of whom have not worked for long time and 
are extremely nervous.” 

Mrs Budd, who won in the ‘workforce men¬ 
tor’ category, has been working for the coun¬ 
cil’s learning and organisational department 
for two years and has co-ordinated 287 work 
placements in the last year. 

“It is rewarding to see people blossom,” she 
said. “One client, who has stayed with us ever 
since, was quaking with nerves on the first 
day, and now he gleams with confidence. 

“Everyone was thrilled the first day he 
accepted a cup of coffee.” 

There were 42 individuals and organisa¬ 
tions that were nominated for awards at the 
ceremony on November 20. 

Demelza Hospice Care for Children, which 
is based near Sittingboume, has welcomed 15 
workers from the trust’s Kent County 
Council-funded Faversham Rehab Project, 
which support people with mental illness. 


Michael Foster, one of the charity’s project 
officers, said: “They gain confidence and 
progress into work. 

“One woman, who hasn’t worked for 
19 years, is about to start a new career in the 
police force.” 

Demelza Hospice won in the ‘local employer’ 
category. Robbie Allen, who leads the charity’s 
warehouse team that handles all donations to 
Demelza’s 13 shops, said working with the 
Shaw Trust had been rewarding. 

The 41-year-old, who lives in Sittingboume, 
said: “We all get a huge buzz out of this. 

“There is still so much prejudice and nega¬ 
tivity surrounding mental ill health and that 
annoys us, especially as three in ten of us will 
suffer from it in our working lifetime.” 

“Yet some people really can’t, or won’t, see 
the skills these people can bring to the work¬ 
place and what they can contribute.” 

Demelza and Mrs Budd were presented 
with their awards by the actor and adventur¬ 
er Brian Blessed.

CONSIDER what life must be like 
for Mercedes and Audi facing 
BMW in the junior executive class. 

With the popularity of BMW’s 3-Series 
showing no signs of waning, two-thirds of the 
German ‘big three’ have been playing catch-up 
for a long time. 

And it’s destined to stay that way for a good 
deal longer now that BMW has produced an 
updated version of what seems to be almost 
everyone’s favourite compact exec motor. 

If it’s not the great strides that have been 
made in performance, power, economy and 
C02 emissions, it’s the strides that have been 
made in keeping the 3-Series ahead of the rest 
in terms of desirability. 

Just as well really, because at first glance the 
‘new 5 3-Series looks suspiciously like the old one. 

But you don’t mess with a winning formula 
like this for the sake of it. Buyers of the super¬ 
seded car clearly liked what they saw and 
BMW is keen to ensure that prospective own¬ 
ers aren’t scared away by some wacky over- 
the-top styling. 

Complacency hasn’t kicked in though, as 
subtle changes have been made to the car’s 
exterior and interior and under the bonnet. 

Of the two mainstream bodystyles, saloon 
and Touring, the latter has become something 
of a highbrow workhorse for some buyers and 
an activity biased holdall for others. 

Subtle changes are the trend here also, such 
as the driver side electric window switches re¬ 
located to make them easier to reach - a 
direct result of customer feedback. 

The controversial iDrive system has also

received a major overhaul, bringing better on¬ 
screen graphics, easier navigation through the 
options and a new controller with shortcut 
buttons. 

Driver involvement remains a priority, but it 
is gains in the engine compartment that have 
helped the 3-Series leapfrog the opposition in 
latter years. 

The revised four-cylinder engines offer more 
savings and improved performance; predictably, 
the 320d diesel is the one to have - thousands of 
company car drivers can’t be wrong. In 177bhp 
trim, the 320d does it all. It’s clean (130g/km 
C02), economical (57.6mpg), potent (0-62mph 
in 8.1 seconds) and rewards the keen driver. 


Then again, the all-new 3.0-litre diesel for the 
330d turns this talented holdall into an execu¬ 
tive express. Packing 245bhp it will sprint to 
62mph in 6.2 seconds, yet has the potential to 
return 47.9mph and a C02 rating of 155g/km. 
The petrol engines aren’t bad either. 

The new-look range offers great build quali¬ 
ty, a pleasingly high level of standard equip¬ 
ment plus a long and tempting list of optional 
kit. The car’s cabin is spot on in terms of 
ergonomics, while the load space does much to 
boost practicality over the saloon variant.

Upgrade your old car if you 
can’t upgrade to a new one 


WE’RE all familiar with the ‘move 
or improve’ dilemma where home- 
owners weigh-up the cost benefits 
of moving home versus making 
home improvements. 

But new research from Kwik-Fit shows that, 
with money tight and new car sales down, 
more motorists are facing a similar conundrum 
of whether to ‘trade or upgrade’ their car. 

Kwik-Fit’s research found that some 6.4 mil¬ 
lion motorists aim to make a number of 
upgrades to their existing vehicle over the 
next 12 months, in order to make it look and 
feel like new. 

The top five tricks are: 

• Regular servicing (89 per cent of 
upgraders) - It sounds obvious, but the 
most popular trick was simply to get their 
car regularly serviced.

• Fit alloy wheels (17 per cent) - This will 
instantly give your vehicle that new car 
look and may make it easier to sell and 
increase the residual value - which, in turn, 
could offset the cost of buying those alloys. 

• Recharge your air-conditioning (16 per 
cent) - Air con systems should be 
recharged every two years. As well as 
enabling those inside the car to stay cool, 
calm and collected, a frilly charged air con 
also bums less fuel - enabling motorists 
to save at the pump and reduce carbon 
emissions too. 

• Fit a sat nav (15 per cent) - More and 
more new cars come with sat nav as stan¬ 
dard, but upgraders recognise that fitting 
a portable device adds some new car 
panache to their dash and, hopefully, will 
ensure they never get lost again. 

• Fit a high performance exhaust (eight per 
cent) - These improve the air flow through 
the engine’s cylinder head, allowing spent 
combustion gases to clear the outlet cham¬ 


ber faster. With a wider exit port releasing 
the spent gases, the increase in engine effi¬ 
ciency increases the bhp output, giving 
your car a performance boost you can often 
feel at the accelerator pedal. 


David White, customer services director at 
Kwik-Fit, said: “The credit crunch has extin¬ 
guished many motorists’ plans to buy a new car 
in the next 12 months. Instead, they’re having 
to keep hold of their car longer than normal. 


“But it needn’t be all doom and gloom. There 
are many ways that motorists can upgrade 
their vehicle to make it feel like new, and at 
the same time increase the residual value 
when they eventually sell it on.”

JeepPatriot 


HAVING been bowled over by the 
sheer pragmatism of Jeep’s most 
junior model, the Patriot, I’m 
rather less impressed by the think¬ 
ing behind a new flagship version. 

Admittedly, the £19,810 Jeep Patriot S- 
Limited is touted as a ‘special’ - just 100 will 
be sold in the UK - and looks upmarket 
while still offering the value that makes the 
Patriot such a viable option in a much hard¬ 
ened 4x4 sector. 

But Jeep has chosen to offer the S-Limited 
only in 2.4-litre petrol format; this engine 
performs no better than the mainstay VW- 
powered 2.0-litre diesel alternative and is offi¬ 
cially 25 per cent worse on fuel and costs £40 
more a year to tax.

to test the water before offering an S-Limited 
diesel version or - the standard ploy with 
specials and limited editions - simply hoping 
to generate more showroom traffic for the 
range as a whole? 

In the pugnacious style of the Patriot line-up 
the S-Limited certainly looks like a crowd- 
pleaser with its chrome grille surrounds, 
body-coloured door handles and mirrors, rear 
parking sensor, S-Limited badge and front and 
rear under-ride body-kit. 

Leather trimmed seats and leather and 
Alcantara door panels, plus leather-covered 
centre armrest, gearstick and headrests all 
add to the luxury look. 

Okay, the interior execution still looks down¬ 
market against some rivals, but the Patriot is a 
proper Jeep; prices may start at little more than 
a standard family hatchback, but this tough¬ 


looking little car can walk the talk - it couldn’t 
wear the famous Jeep branding unless it did. 

As our previous on and off-road testing 
showed, it might not be in the same league as 
bigger off-roading Jeep champs such as the leg¬ 
endary Wrangler or the chunky Commander, 
but it does not shame the brand when the 
going gets tough. 

It also delivers a decent drive and a smooth 
ride on the road - it’s most likely home anyway. 

The layout is fairly practical too, with lots of 
stowage bins and cup holders and even a 
flip-up MP3 player slot in the armrest, conve¬ 
niently situated for plugging into the centre 
console’s 12v socket. 

The seats are mounted high despite the 
Patriot’s comparatively modest height for this 
class and also comfortable, with enough later¬ 
al support for yomping across the rough stuff. 


However, the car is more 4.5-seater than 
full five-seater even if the utilitarian 4x4 
estate styling delivers good rear legroom and 
headroom. 

Boot space is also restricted by the extra 
transmission and underfloor spare, but folding 
the 60/30 split rear seats opens up lots of load 
carrying flexibility. 

Yes, the Patriot is a pugnacious character, 
but it is not going to break the bank and while 
demand for full-size 4x4s reels under the 
onslaught of spiralling fuel prices and the 
heated ‘green debate’ it makes a convincing 
alternative. 

I’m just not sure about this S-Limited edi¬ 
tion - so where’s that diesel option?

companies have taken advantage of the South 
East’s strengths and set up here than in any 
other region except London. 

“I am sure our initiative will help even more 
companies seize opportunities here. Kent is 
part of the UK’s most successful region and it’s 
a location that makes great commercial sense 


for foreign companies.” Nine Kent-based com¬ 
panies and organisations are involved in the 
initiative, offering services ranging from free 
office premises, legal guidance, accounting and 
grant funding advice through to recruitment 
and marketing support. 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said: “Kent has always been a popular 
location for foreign companies. Since April we 
have had successes from eight countries 
including Italy, France, Germany, Canada and 
Japan. We also find that investments by for- 


eign-owned businesses tend to be larger in 
capital spending and job numbers than UK 
companies. Since November 2007, overseas 
companies have created nearly 500 jobs in 
Kent.” 

In 2007-08, the South East attracted 219 for¬ 
eign direct investments (FDIs). Seeda has suc¬ 
cessfully supported 77 of these investments, 
which are forecast to generate more than 
2,400 jobs over the next three years.

Powering ahead 
with £10m cable 

AN EAST Kent body mainly made up of local authorities and aiming to 
promote economic development by ‘spending to accumulate’ is starting 
to get rewards from its first £10 million investment. 

The East Kent Spatial Development Company (EKSDC) funded elec¬ 
tricity cabling from Richborough to a new substation on the northern 
edge of Kent International Airport at Manston. 

Further cabling routes are supplying Manston Park and surrounding 
areas, the airport, Eurokent, Thanet Reach, and the Westwood housing 
development. 

The organisation is a partnership between South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda), Thanet, Shepway and Dover district 
councils, Canterbury City Council, Kent County Council and English 
Partnerships. 

In return for investment in the area’s infrastructure, it negotiated a 
deal with utility companies, including EDF Energy. 

As a result, when businesses connect to the supply a reimbursement 
proportionate to the amount of take up is paid back to EKSDC to help 
fund other projects and repay the public investment. 

It has just received its first financial contribution from EDF after 
completing the first phase of its electricity infrastructure project. 

Debbie Spalding, chief executive of EKSDC, said: “It has been recog¬ 
nised for a long time that one of the main factors holding back invest¬ 
ment in the area is its lack of infrastructure, in particular the provision

of electricity. The absence of an electricity supply was a longstanding 
disincentive to inward investors, as the developer who triggers a 
requirement for additional infrastructure has to pay the total cost 
which can make an investment uneconomical. 

“Our job has been to plug the gap and what we have seen now is the 
first fruits of our labours.” 

EKSDC work is focused on 1,200 acres of land zoned for development 
in Thanet central island and the Sandwich corridor. 

It says there is also a need to upgrade infrastructure services to the 
White Cliffs Business Park in Dover as a key priority for investment. 


■ THE firm responsible for the brand¬ 
ing of the London Olympics 2012 bid 
has been taken over in a £3 million-plus 
management buy-out. 

Sidcup-based Icon Display, a leading 
sign and branding company, is now aim¬ 
ing to build up its UK and international 
business. It was formed in 1947 and 
today employs more than 70 full-time 
staff. 

Clients include the Open 
Championships, UEFA Champions 
League, Wimbledon Tennis and UK 
Cricket, and it has branch offices in 
Germany, Qatar, South Africa and India. 

Management at Icon saw an opportuni¬ 
ty when parent group CSS Stellar, which 
bought Icon in 1986, wanted to reposition 
and sell off non-core businesses. 

Managing director John Francis 
approached Richard Gower at NatWest, 
who introduced him to Richard Marshall 
and Ian Gilbertson of the bank’s struc¬ 
tured debt solutions team. 

NatWest provided a £3.1m funding 
package to enable the buy-out, which also 
included the acquisition of the trading 
premises and assisted with professional 
costs arising from the deal. 

Mr Francis said: ‘We are really excited. 
This presented a chance for us to take the 
reins and continue driving Icon forward.”

DRIVING school is taking on a 
new meaning with a Kent-wide 
learner outfit offering a new quali¬ 
fication- just the second in the 
world after the company that pio¬ 
neered it, writes Tony Patey. 

Customers of Folkestone-based The Big Red 
L Company can now study at the wheel for a 
BTEC in Driving Science, a GCSE equivalent 
accredited by exam board Edexcel. 

It’s a radical idea which was thought up, 
developed and launched earlier this year by 
Guildford-based a2om - pronounced ‘atom’ 
and meaning alpha to omega motoring - a 
driving school which has been researching 
driver behaviour for 25 years 

The study complements the student’s exist¬ 
ing driving lessons - from lesson one - and is 
rooted in science and research of driver behav¬ 
iour along with the importance of integrating 
right attitudes with car control skills. 

The Big Red L Company has instructors cov¬ 


ering every town in the county, with 15 fran¬ 
chised instructors and 12 associate instructors 
offering the BTEC. And it is used to being a 
pioneer - it was the first UK driving school to 
be awarded Investors in People accreditation. 

It was founded in 1992 by director Tony 
Simcock, known to television viewers as the 
driving instructor who taught Kent-based pre¬ 
senter Paul O’Grady to drive for Celebrity 


Driving School as part of Comic Relief. 

Mr Simcock said: “The BTEC course is sig¬ 
nificant as it clearly addresses the higher lev¬ 
els of the goals for driver education which 
many instructors tend to skim over. 

“Getting people through their driving test 
has always been fairly easy. The BTEC is all 
about attitude and we feel the training and 
online study modules will really complement 


good in-car coaching to produce much safer 
drivers. Another plus is the insurance sector is 
also supporting the BTEC, offering young 
drivers who do it up to 50 per cent discounts.” 

HRH Prince Michael of Kent, patron of the 
Global Road Safety Commission, said: “I am 
delighted to see a2om’s national BTEC 
scheme bringing to the UK some of the most 
advanced learning from around the world.”

Revenue and Customs’ rules will 
prevent Scrooge from ruining the 
party. They include: Parties must 
be open to all staff; a maximum of 
£150 can be spent on each 
employee (this covers entertain¬ 
ment, accommodation, venue, 
transport and VAT); there may be 
one guest per employee, each of 
whom is entitled to a £150 exemp¬ 
tion; if this limit is exceeded the 
full amount spent, not just the 
amount over £150, will be subject 
to income tax and NIC payments.

in the family 


Q Did you ever feel you were some¬ 
times in the shadow of your father, 
Roger, who took over from his father to 
drive forward the well-known Saga 
group? Many children of famous high- 
profile fathers do find it difficult. 

A I come from a very entrepreneurial fami¬ 
ly. My grandfather, Sidney, was a great 
pioneer and it was he who established Saga 
as a truly innovative business, recognising 
older people as a quite defined market long 
before targeted direct marketing was a 
recognised concept. 

My father diversified enormously in areas 
like publishing, media and insurance, things 
that Sidney could not have foreseen. I’m sure 
that it helped my father to be part of a fami¬ 
ly that was so business-oriented and it has 
helped me likewise. I consider this influence 
to have been more of an advantage than a 
difficulty. 

Q What is your background? 

A I worked for a London-based B2B pub¬ 
lishing company, managing the online 
arm before the dot.com bomb. I established 
it as a separate company, sourcing independ¬ 
ent outside funding, building it successfully 
over a number of years. Working online at 
this early stage in the internet’s development 
was intriguing and spurred me on to plan 
and launch an online consumer offering. 

Q What’s the history of View? 

A My brother Ben and I saw the need for a 
completely independent and comprehen¬ 
sive online guide to London that gave people 
impartial advice. The internet was the per¬ 
fect tool, and View London, 'The Londoner’s 
Guide to London’, was bom in 2000, in a back 
room of our flat. 

There were three of us, a couple of desks, 
computers and not much else. The company 
has since gone from strength to strength, 
growing organically from three staff above a 
bar in Sandgate to over 30 at our current 
premises in Folkestone. 

And we’re aiming to stay long-term in 
Folkestone, with a permanent move to offices 


in the Creative Quarter within the next cou¬ 
ple of years. 

Q What’s the future for View? 

A We want to be synonymous with enter¬ 
tainment. We’re working hard to build 
the brand and make the sites the best they 
can be, giving people the information they 
truly want and need to make the most of 
their city. Once we’ve achieved our goals 
within the UK then we will look to expand 
our platform to cities all over the world.

The wonky shape 
of things to come 

EU rules and regulations - a personal view

THE vast majority of Kent’s fruit 
growers are not set to benefit 
from changes in EU regulations 
that govern the sizes and shapes 
of fruit and vegetables. 

The reason for that is, although the rules 
are to be relaxed in the case of 26 types of 
fruit and vegetables, those applying to 
apples are to remain intact for the foresee¬ 
able future. 

Bearing in mind that Kent produces more 
apples than any other county, this partial 
scrapping of the commission’s rules is 
unlikely to have our farmers jumping for 

joy. 

The rules about odd shapes and sizes 
were always controversial, with many crit¬ 
ics declaring them to be a supreme example 
of Euro-madness, and the latest move has 
been described by the European Commis¬ 
sioner for Agriculture as “a new dawn for 
the curvy cucumber and the knobbly car¬ 
rot”. 

Removal of the regulations is described by 
the EU as “a concrete example of our drive 
to cut unnecessary red tape”. 

There must be thousands of farmers, 
growers and consumers who regard all EU

red tape, by its very nature, as unnecessary. 

The extent to which red tape is actually being 
lifted should be seen in light of the fact that the 
regulations will still govern an estimated 75 per 
cent of EU fruit and vegetables. 

This includes apples, pears, tomatoes and 
strawberries, all of which are grown in consider¬ 
able quantities in Kent. 


Furthermore, the agreed relaxation isn’t 
expected to come into force until July 2009 
because, apparently, it will take the entire inter¬ 
vening period to complete the restructure. 

The rules standardising sizes of fruit and veg¬ 
etables throughout all member states came into 
being 20 years ago. 

Consequently, we have a whole generation 
who are unaware that carrots aren’t totally uni¬ 
form in size and straightness, who have never 
seen a curvy cucumber, and who believe all fruit 
and vegetables grow naturally to a strict speci¬ 
fication. 

It has all gone on for so long that even some 
farmers and growers believe this ridiculous 
standardisation was forced upon them by big 
retailers who perceived it as a way of making 
packaging easier. 

This leaves one big question. Will consumers 
be prepared to buy misshapen vegetables and 
fruit, or are we so indoctrinated by standardisa¬ 
tion that we judge totally on appearance and 
anything that doesn’t conform, however deli¬ 
cious its flavour, will go unwanted and unsold?

Testing times 
augur well for 
Davis future 

RALLY driver Stefan Davis is hoping new rule 
changes for the 2010 World Rally Champi¬ 
onship will present an opportunity for him to 
claim a seat for the series. 

The 29-year-old, from Aylesford, was invited 
by Volkswagen last month to be one of the first 
drivers to drive their new 2010 World Rally 
car.

If he can attract sufficient backing he wants 
to enter the Intercontinental Rally Challenge, 
which rivals the WRC and takes in world- 
famous rallying venues such as San Remo in 
Italy and Monte Carlo. The series begins in the 
principality next month. 


Lashings millionaire 
ready to aid Stones 

Sale rumoured after chairman calls it a day

MAIDSTONE millionaire David 
Folb says he is prepared to 
answer a call to save Maidstone 
United, in the week the Stones 
were put up for sale by owner 
Paul Bowden-Brown. 

The Ryman Premier League side have 
been struggling for 16 years to try and 
return to the county town, with Bowden- 
Brown at the forefront of those plans. 

However, last month’s decision by the 
Football Foundation to reject United’s appli¬ 
cation for stadium funding was effectively 
the final straw for the club’s owner, who 
announced his intention to sell the club on 
Wednesday. 

Under Bowden-Brown, United climbed 
from the bottom division of the Kent County 
League to the Ryman Premier Division, but 
the club have been continually frustrated in 
their attempts to fund a new stadium at 
Whatman Way. 

Now Folb wants to come to Maidstone’s 
rescue and has offered owner Bowden- 
Brown his help. 

“The last thing I want is to see Maidstone 
United struggle,” Folb said. “Paul has done a 
tremendous job in taking the Stones to their 
present position, but if he feels he’s reached 
the end of the road, maybe I can finish off his 
good work by bringing them home.” 

As chairman of Lashings Cricket Club, 
Folb, who was bom in the county town and 


schooled at Sutton Valence, has a proven 
track record at fund-raising and extensive 
business contacts. 

Earlier this year he agreed a $1 million 
sponsorship deal between Lashings and the 
Emirates Palace Hotel in Abu Dhabi and 
last week Lashings were named official 
ambassadors for the UK Commonwealth. 

Folb last expressed an interest in buying 
the Stones in 2004, but his plan was greeted 
with skepticism by some supporters. 

Seeking to address their fears, Folb said: 
“My one goal is to bring Maidstone United 


back to Maidstone. In the absence of a 
Messiah, or Roman Abramovich, what do 
supporters have to lose?” 

Bowden Brown said: “I’ll meet with him 
with pleasure, because I respect what he’s 
done with Lashings. The club will not die, 
I’ll see to that, but if he can help us move 
forward, that’s all well and good.”

Angry Dobriskey in call for 
longer ban for drug cheats 


LISA Dobriskey has hit out at a 
group of Russian athletes who 
had their bans back-dated, 
claiming cheats should be given 
longer suspensions, writes Tom 
Howard. 

The call for harsher punishment 
comes after seven Russian 
athletes, including double 1500m 
world champion, Tatyana 
Tomashova, were given a two- 
year ban after they were caught 
tampering with urine samples. 

The All Russian Athletic Asso¬ 
ciation back-dated the bans to 
an original investigation in 2007, 
meaning they would be eligible 
to compete against Dobriskey 
in the World Championships 
next year. 


The usually quiet-spoken 
Ashford-born 1500m runner has 
waded into the row, insisting that 
for athletes to get caught cheat¬ 
ing is unacceptable. 

Under the International Asso¬ 
ciation of Athletics Federations’ 
(IAAF) existing guidelines, 
athletes incur a minimum ban 
of two years for a first offence, 
followed by a lifetime ban for a 
second offence. 

Dobriskey, who finished fourth 
in the 1500m final at the Beijing 
Olympics, feels that increasing 
the length of the first ban would 
act as a deterrent. 

She said: “Some people can be 
unlucky with injury or have a 
baby and take two years to come 


back to the sport. At the moment 
if you cheat, in some cases, you 
could be back in action quicker 
than injured athletes.” 

The IAAF are launching an 
appeal to the Court of Arbitration 
for Sport to challenge the deci¬ 
sion and believe the sanctions 
should begin from when the Rus¬ 
sians were banned this summer. 

Dobriskey said: “I hope the 
IAAF are successful because it 
is just so unfair. When they do 
return to the track they will not 
be given a warm welcome 
that is for sure. It is just the 
cheek of it really and It will 
certainly give me and other ath¬ 
letes the fight to prove you don’t 
have to take drugs to win.”

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Dani’s Dubai quest

Injuries put her place in peril

AFTER a season ruined 
by injury, Dani Masters 
tees off in the last event 
of the season next week, 
battling to retain her 
Tour card for next year. 

Ankle, back and wrist problems 
have plagued the 25-year-old all 
year and the Maidstone golfer has 
not played competitively for 
almost five months. 

Masters was resigned to writing 
the season off altogether, but she 
has recovered in time to play in 
the Dubai Ladies Masters, which 
begins on Thursday 

Exempt 

The stakes could not be higher, 
with the Maidstone golfer’s place 
on next year’s Ladies European 
Tour at stake. Only the top 80 
players are exempt and Masters 
goes into the tournament ranked 
108th. 

She said: “I’m so excited and can’t 
wait to go out there. I’m just hoping 
to go out there and with my 
enthusiasm and the fact I have 
worked so hard, I could have a 
decent finish. It would be a great 
end to a terrible year.” 

The injury problems began with 
an ankle problem in January, 
which did not heal in time for 


the start of the season. It forced 
her to over-compensate in her 
swing and led to a problem in the 
lower back, with complete rest 
the only cure. 

After playing through the pain, 
a separate injury in her wrist 
eventually forced Masters to pull 
out of the Italian Open in July. 

The season got worse when her 
application for a medical exemp¬ 
tion to guarantee her card for 2009 
was refused because she had 
played in more than 10 events. 

She said: “I have never been 
injured and didn’t know the ruling 
about the medical exemption. It 
was horrible to find out like that, it 
tore me to bits.” 

Masters was forced to sit out the 
second half of the season, watch¬ 
ing her name steadily fall down 
the rankings. 

Regular physiotherapy and 
Pilates sessions have gradually 
helped her recover in time to make 
one last bid to secure her card for 
next year and avoid qualifying 
through Tour school. 

Despite all the problems, she 
insists she never thought about 
quitting altogether. 

She said: “I’m absolutely des¬ 
tined to play golf full-time and be 
as great as everyone else thinks I 
should be, that’s what has always 
kept me going.”

Funding blow for Olympic hopefuls 


ATHLETES across Kent could have their 
Olympic dreams shattered after several 
sports were excluded from UK Sport’s 
funding plans up to London 2012, writes 
Tom Howard. 

UK Sport announced the majority of its 
spending up to 2012 on Wednesday, but sports 
including table tennis, handball and volleyball 
were left off the list. 

They will find out their fate next month, but 
with little left in the pot due to a £50 million 
shortfall from the private sector, all are 
expecting cuts. 

One potential victim is Lewis Gray, from 
Benenden. The reigning under-15 national 
table tennis champion could be in the 
running to compete at London 2012. 

But his fledgling career 
could be damaged 
if the funds are 
decreased, according 
to Ken Muhr, his 
coach at the Weald 
Table Tennis Club in 
Cranbrook. 

He said: ‘Tor people 
like Lewis, who is on the 
fringes of making the 
Olympics, he may not 
reach his full potential if 
the funds are heavily 
slashed. Once the fig¬ 
ures are announced we 
will know how damaged 
the sport will be.” 

Another sport at risk is handball, which was 
hoping to field a Great Britain Olympic team 
for the first time. 

Despite the uncertainty surrounding their

funding, Paul Good¬ 
win, general manager 
of the British Handball 
Association and coach at 
Ashford Tanners, is not contemplating failure. 

He said: “As far as I am concerned we are 
going to fight on. We are in it to win it. Too 
many people have spent their time and even 


changed sports to compete in this handball 
team so we will not be giving up.” 

For some sports the announcement con¬ 
tained good news. Ashford’s Olympic 
gold medallist Jamie Staff will receive a 
boost, with funding for cycling increased 
by 20 per cent after a hugely successful 
Beijing Games.

Test squad call 
for county duo 

AMJAD Khan and Robbie Joseph flew to 
Abu Dhabi on Thursday to train with the Eng¬ 
land Test squad ahead of their proposed 
return to India. 

The Kent pair were among a nine-man Per¬ 
formance Squad selected to help prepare the 
first team for the two-match Test series post¬ 
poned after the terrorist attacks in Mumbai. 

The England team will be briefed on the 
security situation in India during their stay in 
the Middle East before deciding whether to go 
ahead with the tour. The first Test is due to 
start in Chennai on Thursday. 

In theory Khan and Joseph would be consid¬ 
ered for the Test squad if any players pulled 
out due to individual safety concerns. 

While the circumstances are unusual, the 
selection is a boost to the Kent duo’s interna¬ 
tional aspirations. Khan, who made a success¬ 
ful comeback last season after 18 months out 
injured, was called up as cover for England’s 
last two One Day Internationals in India last 
month. The 28-year-old’s hopes of a debut 
were dashed when the games were scrapped 
following the attacks. 

After several years on the fringes, Joseph 
came to the fore last season. The 26-year-old 
took 55 first-class wickets, including a career 
best 6-32 against Durham. 

Skinner GB pick 
for cross country 

BLACKHEATH & Bromley 
athletes Scott Overall and 
Michael Skinner (pictured) 
have been included in the 
Great Britain Cross Country 
squad for next week’s Euro¬ 
pean Championships. 

The two Kent athletes will 
join Mo Farah as the Great 
Britain team bid to eclipse last 
year’s fourth place in the competition.

KENT’S £10 million redevelop¬ 
ment of the St Lawrence Ground 
in Canterbury could be delayed for 
up to two years after one contrac¬ 
tor pulled out due to the worsen¬ 
ing financial climate. 

Ahead of announcing gloomy financial 
results for the year up to October, club chair¬ 
man George Kennedy revealed that the main 
builder for part of the plan was unable to ful¬ 
fil their contract. Talks have begun with other 
contractors, which means until Kent have a 
commitment from a new company the rede¬ 
velopment will once again be delayed. 

In an interview with Kent on Sunday, 
Kennedy said he hoped work would begin in 
the spring, but admitted the delay could be 
much longer. 

He said: “It’s far from certain. I would much 
rather pull out of the whole thing and wait 
until the market improves, unless we can get 
the right price for our assets. We are not going 
to sell the family silver cheaply. 

“The only worrying thing is we are anxious 
to improve the facilities, so we need to do 
something. In 2010 the English Premier 
League starts and the money coming in from 
the ECB should be quite substantial. If noth¬ 
ing happened until then, we would use the 
money for redevelopment.” 

This is the latest in a series of delays to 
have hit the club’s ambitious plans, which 
include a 130-bed hotel, conference facilities 
and a facelift for the pavilion. A development 
of 73 houses on the Bat and Ball site and nets

area is the part of the scheme that has run 
into difficulties. If the worst case scenario did 
happen and work was postponed until 2010, 
it would mean a two-year hiatus since work 


was originally due to begin. 

The county, who described the redevelop¬ 
ment as essential to the long-term future of 
the cricket club, have already spent close to 
£lm on planning permission and legal fees 
for the plans, but will see none of the benefits 
until the work is finished. It is viewed as cru¬ 
cial to the county’s long-term survival to 
diversify and generate income from more 
than just cricket at the St Lawrence Ground, 
which stands idle most of the year. 

Despite reaching two one-day finals last 
season, Kennedy is predicting disappointing 
figures when the accounts are released, with 
cost-cutting measures needed across their 
operations. 

He said: “We lost 14 days of cricket at home 
due to the weather, which is 15 per cent of the 
season. We have no income on those days but 
still have to pay the stewards, catering and 
the players. It was one of the worst summers 
we have had in many years.” 

It is hoped the financial constraints will 
have only a minimal impact on the playing 
side, with the majority of the squad already 
contracted for next season. 

The county’s relegation into Division Two of 
the County Championship is not expected to 
incur a big financial cost. Kent will have more 
local derbies next season, with games against 
Essex, Middlesex and Surrey likely to attract 
bigger crowds than some of the northern 
counties in Division One. 


Gills overdraft talks ‘will be resolved’ 


GILLINGHAM have yet to agree an extension to their £3.3 million over¬ 
draft with the Bank of Scotland, which expires in 24 days. 

The League Two club are in talks with the bank, but have so far been 
unable to rearrange the terms. In the accounts released this week for 
the year up to May, it said the directors were optimistic, but it was “too 
early to make predictions with any certainty”. 

Gills chief executive, Mark Jones, moved to reassure fans the issue 
would be resolved in plenty of time. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “We are negotiating our current arrange¬ 
ment with the bank - we are still talking to them. It has been difficult 
for the bank with the credit crunch, but we are nearly there. It’s not 
going to be a problem.” 

The accounts revealed the club earned an £8,652 operating profit for 
the 12 months up to May. However, overall Gills recorded a £1.6m loss, 
mainly due to costs in excess of £1.2m associated with the sale of 
Priestfield to restructure the club’s debt. The move saw net debt fall 
from £12.5m to £3.6m as a result, slashing the interest payments. 

Jones said: “We are delighted with the numbers. They were better 
than we thought. The business has enormous potential, I have always 
thought that. Corporate sales are 30 per cent down over the last two 
or three months, but the gates have held quite well since relegation.” 



Gills will receive a major shot in the arm if they can beat Stockport 
County in their FA Cup replay on Tuesday. The winners will host Aston 
Villa in the next round live on television. 

That would net the club an extra £160,000, which could go towards 
a transfer kitty for manager Mark Stimson when the window opens in 
January.
